Tiie total recorded use of the books, 
that is the number used outside of the 
library buildings for there is no ade- 
quate way to lietormine the use made 
wlHiln the buildings, lias amounted to 
34j894 volumes, as against 31,848 In

short month of February.

In tho House lost week Thursday, 
all throe .Newton representatives voted 
against the bill for expression of pop- 
ular opinion in regard to acquisition 
of street railways by the (’ommon- 
wealth, and it was defeated. 

On Friday all three voted with the 
majority against the hill to require 
working hours for women and children 
to he reduced to eight notwithstanding 
the fact that .Mr. Jarvis was recorded 
some time ago in favor of the bill for 
48 hours work per week for men. Ei- 
ther Mr. Jarvis has experienced a 
change of heart on labor questions o.* 
draws the line at labor legislation for 
women and children. 

The bill to allow the Billy Sunday 
tabernacle to he erected in Boston was 
passed by the House Monday, Repre- 
sentatives Jarvis and Weston voting in 
favor and .Mr. Allen in opposition. All 
three gentlemen voted the same day 
with the minority in opposition to the 
bill to repeal the re-organization act 
of the Boston .Maine Railroad. 

.Messrs. Allen and Jarvis voted in 
favor of the bill to provide for taxation 
of forest products, while .Mr. Weston 
was not recorded.

Street Commissioner Stuart opened 
a large number of bids this week for 
the street oils, tar and asphalt which 
will be needed during the present 
year, amounting to about 500,000 gal- 
lons.

The In- 
crease coming in the street oils on 
which the lowest bidders have not yet 
been determined. Street Commissioner 
Stuart has,itlso received bids for fur- 
nishing broken stone for the year and 
awarded the contract for about 20.000 
tons to the Rowe Contracting Co. at 
prices ranging from $1.35 to $1.50 per 
ton.

contest was terminated Monday even 
Ing when the candidates and thel? 
friends who had been Interested In 
their candidature and anxious to wit 
ness the final skirmish gathered at 
The Graphic office and witnessed the 
count by the judges whose signed 
statement appears elsewhere. The ef- 
forts of some of the candidates show- 
ed up most conspicuously during the 
counting and verifying of the votes 
and such expressions as, "Where did 
he get them," meaning votes, and 
"Isn’t it a corking finish,” were heard. 
As had been predicted before, it was 
a sensational finish, 

Large final figures were anticipated 
but not nearly so large as actually 
came. The last few days of the race 
had brought out the hustling abilities 
of some candidates and supporters 
and this added hustle was needed to 
make the last and final showing one 
of which any candidate should feel 
proud. The contest has been on since 
the first of February and while some 
of the workers did not start as soon 
as others, all did remarkably well 
when all things are known and con- 
sidered. 

It was some finish. And, while the 
conclusion of the contest brought 
much joy to some and disappointment 
to others it was generally conceded 
that the contest was conducted in a 
careful and honorable manner.

The contest is all over. The candi 
date with the most votes won — and 
fairly.

To be sure there 
are disappointments in all walks of 
life and while it is not the motive of 
this paper to lessen the feeling of any 
interested person whose favorite did 
not win out, it can be said that it was 
fair and square.

men's ('’onipensntlon ordinance to In- 
clude the Workmen’s Compensation 
Agent, was debated by Aldermen Win- 
slow and Murphy and finally rccom 
milted hy a vote of 12 to 7 for a re- 
draft. 

Alderman Price introduced a reso- 
lution that no permit for Ihe erection 
of buildings to ho used for business 
puvpo.sos sliould he issued by the 
Buildings Coininlsslonor without ap 
jirovnl of the board of aldermen. Mr. 
Price said that this was an import- 
nut matter ns Ihe vanguard of spec- 
ulntors who wished to erect undeslr- 
n’ile buildings In tills city wore al- 
ready here. .Mr. Price said that New- 
ton was a residential city and there 
was an nmi»Ie number of stores al- 
ready eroded. He called attention to 
tlio pe niit already issued for stores 
on the Scale's lot on Centre street and 
said that the board must sit supinely 
by and let this class of people run all 
over them or they should tlo some 
thing before it la too late. His reso- 
lution he knew was merely a tempor- 
ary affair hut It would control the sit- 
uation until a proper ordinance could 
be frame 1. Alderman .Murphy queried 
what effect this re.solutlon would have 
as tho ordinance require the permit 
to be either granted or refuaetl within 
ten days. He appreciated tlio situa- 
tion but thought tho board should 
move carefully, for while it could 
enact ordinances it had no right to 
assume executive functions. Alderman 
(Mark said he would go as far as any 
one but ho thought if unwise to pass 
the matter in its present form and ft 
might make the board appear ridicu- 
lous. Incidentally it was none of our 
affair if these proposed stores would 
prove a paying investment or not. 
The matter was then referred to the 
committee on Rules. 

And at 9.05 P. M. the board ad- 
journed. 

SPRING HIRD NOTES 


With each recurring Spring the In- 
terest In our native birds is increas- 
ing. With a prosperous bird club at 
Newton Centre, a junior club at Wa- 
ban, and a club being formed at New- 
ton Highlands, and with scores of in- 
rdviduals studying the birds, feeding 
them In Winter, and providing nest- 
ing places and baths for Summer, a 
few bird notes may not be Inoppor- 
tune. 

Already several of the earlier mi- 
grants have reached us. Ten days 
ago the vanguard of iTle army ap- 
peared, robins, song sparrows, blue- 
birds, redwinged blackbirds, bronzed 
and rusty grackles, cowblrds, meadow- 
larks, anti phoebes arriving together. 
Although a few robins and song spar- 
rows winter with us, the majority had 
boon stormbound In New Jersey and 
further south. 

Other unii rarer migrants which are 
already here are the woodcock, mourn- 
ing dove, and fox sparrow, and it Is 
time to watch for the following, ves- 
per, field, chipping, savanna, swamp, 
and white-throated sparrows, king- 
fisher, great blue heron, night heron, 
tree swallow, myrtle and pine war- 
blers, putplc finch, and hermit thrush. 

Each week from now Into June will 
bring us more and more birds, and It 
is high time to polish up the bird 
glasses and go afield. If you have not 
already started your Spring bird study.

FIRE AT OAK HILL 

Pox 9 was rung last Sunday after- 
noon about two o’clock for a fiie in 
the buildings on Oak Hill, formerly 
occupied as studios by Horace K. Tur- 
ner, and now owned by Mr. Earle L. 
Ovington. The fire had its origin In a 
grass fire which worked Its way up 
the hill until it caught the shingles 
used on the outside of the building. 
Mr. J. P. Estey saw the fire and tele- 
phoned the news to headquarters. The 
nearest apparatus is at Newton Cen- 
tre, over two miles away, but It made 
excellent time, and altho the location 
of the building required about 800 
feet of hose to be laid from the near- 
est hydrant. When Chief Randlett ar- 
rived about 150 feet of the front of the 
buildings were In flames but prompt 
work by the firemen kept the damage 
down to about $500. The -Newton High- 
lands truck in answering the alaim 
became mired on Parker street, near 
Dedham street and it took severa* 
hours' work to extricate It.

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NEWTON BOARD OF TRADE 

Discusses the Relation of Industry to a City at its 
April Meeting 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Newton Hoard of Trade was held Mon- 
day evening in Hoard of Trade hall at 
Newtonvllle and there waa a largo at- 
tendance. ‘‘The Relation of Industry 
to a City" was the general subject of 
discussion. 

IMans were briefly outlined for an 
Industrial exhibition which will show 
the wares and other products manu- 
factured In Newton together with 
school exhibitions, municipal exhibi- 
tions and many other interesting feat- 
ures, setting forth the advantages of 
Newton, which will probably he held 
early In the Autumn. It was left to 
Mr. (’ozens to appoint a committee 
consisting of one member from each 
of the several wards of the city to con- 
sider and make plans for such an ex- 
hibition. 

Mr. Cozens in a few well chosen 
words advocated a bigger and better 
Newton through the Newton Board of 
Trade. He said we should put our 
city first, business second and the in- 
dividual third. 

Mr. Harry W. Johnson, SecreTary of 
the Malden Hoard of Trade was then 
presented by Mr. Cozens, who said w’e 
are about to listen to a live talk on a 
live question, in a live way, and by a 
live man. Mr. Johnson said in part, 
that he wanted to tell somewhat of 
the experience of Malden. “Malden 
started three years ago to have a 
Board of Trade. Previous to that 
there had been no concerted action on 
the part of Malden to build up the city 
through manufacturing and Industrial 
lines. The people w’anted new side- 
walks. they 'vanted the streets watered 
and many other very reasonable muni- 
cipal improvements. These improve- 
ments have come about largely through 
the opening* up of industrial develop- 
ments In the city. Rents at that time 
could be had as low as ,$20.00 and now 
the lowest figure Is $30.00.” Last year, 
the speaker said, they had added 
$150,000. worth of new industries to 
the city and the payrolls had been in- 
creased over $250,000. “When we 
started our developments the people in 
our west end, or what is known as 
our fashionable district, were very 
much prejudiced against the Board of 
Trade for attempting to bring in new 
Industries, but we told them if they 
would stay where they were we would 
take the other end of the city and 
that is just what has resulted.” 

We look for well-paid labor and do 
not want cheao help nor do we want 


families wlio pay merely their poll 
taxes and have large families. 

A large number of fbe old families 
of Malden do their trading in Boston 
but the newcomers whom we are 
largely responsible for bringing to the 
city, trade at home. In fact 80 per 
cent of these latter ones do their trad- 
ing in Malden. 

Last year we added over $50,000 in 
taxes to the city from these new in- 
dustries and it is a fact that those 
people who W’ere very much prejudiced 
against us three years ago are now 
sonie of our staunchest friends and 
from whom we can borrow money. 

We averaged last year about three 
requests a week for locations and af- 
ter thorough investigation of each we 
took from these 150 six, and placed 
them in good locations. These great 
results are the results of everybody 
saying a god word for the town and 
the same thing could he worked in 
Newton and ought to result the same 
as in Malden. If you want an up-to- 
date city you must have industrial 
developments for the newcomers arc 
the life of the retail trade. At the 
close of his remarks a great many 
questions were asked the speaker. 

Mr. S. R. Porter of Newton Centre 
said that he felt he was on the other 
side of the question and that condi- 
tions in Malden greatly differ from 
those in Newton. “There are several 
cities on the Boston & Maine R. R. 
w'hose population is made up of a dif- 
ferent class of people than in Newton. 
These cities can cater to factories be- 
cause they are becoming peopled with 
that class of help. As for Newton it 
is one of the bedrooms of Boston and 
nearly as free as any city can be of 
factories. Newton is already getting 
thickly settled and people have moved 
fiom various sections to Waban and 
then to Wellesley or other out-lying 
towns and should many industries 
come to Newton, the people would go 
still farther away' and we would lose 
our cosmopolitan population and have 
more tenement houses, etc. When I 
moved to Newton I was attracted by 
its country-like appearance, by Its 
convenience to Boston and other sec- 
tions, and its groat school system. 
Have we not a right and is it not a 
: leasure to know that Newton has no 
factories and is such a good place to 
live in?” 

Mr. Johnson then said I cannot see 
why you cannot preserve your residen- 
tial section the same as we did. I

NARROW ESCAPE 

Peculiar Auto Accident on Newton Center 
Rail Road Bridge 


Chnrlos i^. Adams, a member of tbe 
Arm of Adams &. Woodworth, proprie- 
tors of a garage at 1151 Walnut street, 
Newton Highlands, had a miraculous 
escape from death late Friday after- 
noon at .Newton Centre avoiding a col- 
iision with another machine, his atito- 
mol)ile broke through a fence and 
(iropi)ed 20 feet to the Boston & Al- 
bany tracks in tbe path of a train. 

Adams jumped from I be machine be- 
fore it fell and received a few bruises 
and a cut across the forehead. The 
machine, a large seven-passenger lim- 
ousine, was wrecked and it required 
the assistance of brakemen on two 
trains to clear the tracks so that traf- 
fic could be resumed. 

Adams was out wltb a party of New- 
ton Centre persons that afternoon and 
was on his way back to the garage 
when the accident occurred. He was 
traveling over Centre street, going up 
the slight incline toward the B. & A. 
Bridge, when a small auto, owned by 
George W. Rlchburg of Newton Cen- 
tre and driven by Harold Daly of War- 
ren street, turned the corner from 
Norwood street to Centre street. 

Daly attempted to take a wide cor- 
ner. allowing Adams to continue to his 
rigiit. when Adams suddenly turned his 
car to the left and struck the Rlchburg 
car between the front wheel and seat. 
Daly was thrown 15 feet and the mud- 
guard torn off the machine, while Ad- 
ams’ machine crossed the tracks of 
the .Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way and just before it crashed into the 
fence Adams jumped to safety. 

The machine tore through the fence 
and dropped over the emuankment to 
the railroad tracks. A train from 
Riverside over the Highland Branch 
had passed the spot only a minute be- 
fore and another train, coming from 
Boston, ^vas just leaving the Newton 
Centre Station, which is less than 100 
yards from where the automobile 
landed. 

Pieces of the car were scattered 
about the tracks in all directions and 
the glass was scattered about the 
street. 

Daly received a sprained ankle, a 
lacerated kim** and minor bruises.

DEATHOFCHARLESW.ROSS 

In Charge of Street Department of City 
For Many Years 


.Mr. ('harles Wilson Ross, for nearly 
25 years, tbe Street ( ommlssloner and 
superintendent of streets of this 
city, and at present tbe superintendent 
of tbe Newton Cemetery, died early 
Tuesday evening at his home in the 
Cemetery grounds. While Mr. Ross 
has been in poor health for some time, 
bis condition did not become serious 
until a few days before his death. 

.Mr. Ross was born at West Boylston, 
.Mass., .March 8, 1849 and educated in 
tbe public schools of that town and at 
Worcester. At twenty years of age 
he came to Newton as assistant super- 
intendent at the New’ton Cemetery, and 
has made this city his home since that 
time. In December, 1890, he was ap- 
pointed superintendent of streets of 
the city and Street Commissioner when 
the present city charter w'ent into ef- 
fect in 1898, and served until his res- 
ignation in the spring of 1914. .At that 
time he was appointed to his present 
position of superintendent of the .New- 
ton Cemetery. 

Mr. Ross had the reputation of be- 
ing one of the best road builders in 
tbe Commonwealth, if not in the coun- 
try, and he was appointed in 1898 by 
Governor Wolcott as a member of the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission 
and served for two years, dividing his 
time between the city and the state. 

Mr. Ross was a member and actively 
interested in the First Baptist Church 
of Newton Centre. He was one of the 
charter members, and a past presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Highway 
Association, served for many years as 
treasurer of the Newton Horticultural 
Society, was a member of the .Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society, the 
American Hark Association, the Na-

FMIEK THE GILHEn IMI.ME 


Matters in which many residents of 
this city are deeply interested came 
before the Senate this week. On .Mon- 
day, the bill to authorize preferential 
voting at municipal elections in .New- 
ton was passed by a vote of 14 to 7 
after several senators had spoke in 
opposition to the general principle of 
preferential voting. This practically 
assures the passage of the bill. 

On Tuesday the Senate took up the 
liquor transportation bill and defeated 
an amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Hobbs to require a referendum on 
the matter at each municipal election. 
Senator Ellis voted against the amend- 
ment which was defeated, and for the 
bill which was passed by a vote of 18 
to 12. 

The Senate also passed a bill to al- 
low the secretary, treasurer, auditor 
and attorney general to be nominated 
by conventions instead of by a direct 
primary as at present. 

Metropolitan Affairs has reported a 
resolve allowing the Park Commission 
$500 to investigate upon the most feas- 
ible route for extension of the present 
boulevard on the south sidd of the 
Charles river now ending at Charles- 
bank road. 

In the House this week. Represen- 
tative Allen voted with the majority 
In favor of a bill relative to Boston 
streets, while .Messrs. Jarvis and Wes 
ton w’ere recorded in opposition. 

On Tuesday, Representatives Allen 
and Jarvis voted against the repeal of 
the B. & .M. organization bill of last 
year and Mr. Weston was not record- 
ed. 

All three Newton representatives 
voted in favor of the so-called “true 
name” bill which was defeated Wed- 
nesday in the House. 

Representative Weston, a member of 
the Metropolitan Affairs Committee, is 
one of the dissenters from the favor- 
able report on a new subway station 
at Arlington street. It is said that 
the unconstitutionality of the bill is 
the reason for the dissent.

MAKES A SPLENDID DESSERT 

French Way of Serving Peart Will B-e 

Found About the Beat That Hat 
Been Devised. 

A French Pear Dessert. — Every 
Frencln\foman knows the value of com- 
bining cooked fruit with cereal for the 
family dessert. Here is her favorite 
way of serving pears: Peel, core and 
cut in halves half a dozen firm pears. 
Cook them slowly for an hour in a 
sirup of two cupfuls of water and one 
of sugar. Meantime boll In a double 
boiler for about an hour a half cupful 
of rice In two cupfuls of milk, with a 
small piece of butter and sugar and 
vanilla to tn.8te. When the rice is 
cooked turn it into a mold. The French | 
cook keeps the rice warm while it is 
setting in the mold, but it would prob- 
ably suit the American taste better to 
place the mold on ice. When ready to 
serve turn the rice out on a round dish 
and arrange the pears neatly in a bor- 
der. Pour over them the sirup in 
which they have been cooked, flavored, 
if desired, with a little rum. 

Canned Pears. — Bartlett pears are 
considered by many housekeepers the 
best for canning. If not perfectly ripe 
they can be easily mellowed by wrap- 
ping them up in a woolen blanket, but 
they must bo a little under rather than 
over ripe for canning. To every quart 
jar allow seven or eight medium-sized 
pears, a pint of water and one-fourth 
pound of sugar. Cut the fruit in halves, 
pare, core and throw at once into cold 
water to prevent discoloration. Put the 
sugar and water first into a preserv 
Ing kettle and lot heat slowly; when 
tho scum appears remove it carefully, 
and as soon as the sirup boils hard add 
the fruit and boil all together from 
three to ten minutes. 

Put a cloth wet in cold water around 
the jar when putting in the hot fruit, 
in order to prevent breakage, and fur- 
ther make sure against this by putting 
in a couple of pAirs and a little juice 
at a time. When the jar is full run a 
silver knife down th» sides of it to let 
out the air bubbles, and seal tightly 
while the fruit Is still hot. Canned 
pears should be kept in a cool, dark 
place. 

Seckel pears, which may be canned 
in the same way, are best when picked 
directly from the tree and canned at 
once. If too hard both they and the 
Bartletts may be boiled for ten min- 
utes or less before putting them in the 
sirup.

Should Be Put Up With Sugar and 
Vinegar and Condiments of 
Various Kinds. 

Select seven pounds of damson 
plums; wipe them with a napkin, then 
prick each plum several times with a 
needle and put them into stone Jars. 
Place a kettle with three and a half 
pounds of sugar and one pint of vin- 
egar over the fire. Break one ounce of 
cinnamon into small pieces, add one 
tablespoonful of whole cloves, four 
blades of mace and one tablespoonful 
of whole allspice. Sew these up in 
muslin or cheesecloth bags and drop 
them into the vinegar Boll five min- 
utes, then pour the boiling hot sirup 
over the plums. Cover and let stand 
until the next day, then drain off the 
sirup and place it with the spice bags 
in a kettle over the fire. Boil ten min- 
utes and pour it again over the fruit. 
Repeat this once more the day follow- 
ing, then lay the spice bags on top 
of the fruil, close the jar and lay a 
piece of paper over the top. Although 
they will keep in Jars, yet they will 
keep their color better if sealed in 
cans. Grapes can be spiced in the 
same manner. — Mother’s .Magazine.

Orange Filling. 

Boll three-fourths cupful milk with 
a pinch salt, three tablespoonfuls sug- 
ar and one-half tablespoonful butter; 
mix one tablespoonful flour with one- 
fourth cupful milk and stir Into boil- 
ing milk. Continue the boiling for 
few minutes, and remove from lire; 
add tho juice and grated rind of one 
orange and juice of half a lemon and 
yelks of three eggs.

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HIGH FRE QUENCY C URRENTS 

Lecture at Newton Technical High School by 
Dr. Strong 


On Friday ovonlnR, March 24th, an 
InlcrestinR, free lecture on high po- 
tential. high frequency currents was 
given in the Technlcnl High School 
Hall. The speaker, Dr. Frederick F. 
Strong of Tloston, formerly lecturer at 
Tufts Medical College, has studied the 
subject of high frequency currents for 
many years, and has constructed many 
special pieces of apparatus, several of 
which he brought with him and with 
which he was able to show some very 
remarkable experiments. It is hoped 
that this lecture will bo followed by 
others of a similar character on vari- 
ous scientific topics. 

Dr. Strong said in part: — *'The sub- 
ject we are taking up ’tonight is what 
I like to call the stuuy of the unknown 
phenomena of the electrical border- 
land, because it deals with the realm 
far out in scientific research. Those 
things we are going to take up to- 
night. I am going to attempt to illus- 
trate them 'o you by some experiments 
which are the results of the latest 
proctlcal discoveries and lie in the 
realms just bordering on the unknown. 
In fact, while we use these different 
phenomenal types of currents, high 
frequency currents, wireless waves, 
etc., we know extremely little about 
their actual nature. 

The text of my story is only one 
word, the most wonderful word in any 
language, VIBRATION. In that one 
word is comprised every thing that we 
hav.o been able to observe In the phe- 
nomena of the universe. In terms of 
vibration, every known phenomenon 
may he explained. 

We think we are living very in 
tensively. We are, comparitively 
speaking, compared to the life of h 
short time ago. On the other hand, 
our life, that wo really know and 
sense compared to what we know 
through the experiments of the sci- 
entific laboratory, is very little. 

Out of all that we know, practically 
nine-tenths of it comes to us through 
our eyes and ears, things that we see 
and things that we hear. As you all 
know very well, the range that we 
can hoar lies within small limits. The 
range that we can see lies within still 
smaller limits. Both are vibrations. 

1 want you to take a little flight with 
me to the land of fancy, to a little ex- 
periment in the laboratory of the 
mind, and imagine that we have a 
piece of iron charged with electricity. 
We set it vibrating and suppose that 
this piece of iron doubles Its vibra- 
tions every second. Every time, it 
doubles its vibrations, it jumps an oc- 
tave, which is the equivalent of a 
musical octave. This piece of iron 
gives out to the air certain effects, 
namely, waves. It also gives out to 
the wonderful subtle medium, called 
ether, other vibrations which we call 
electro magnetic waves. 

Nothing noticeable happens In the 
first 32 vibrations, or five octaves. You 
do not hear anything, but on the fifth 
second, you hear a sound. The iron 
has been giving out waves all the 
time, but you have not heard them. 
As the iron keeps on vibrating, we 
hear sound of consantly rising pitch 
until the 15th octave is reached with 
a vibration rate of fiOOO per second.

Then comes silence. The iron Is sMll 
doubling its vibration, hut we have 
passed the limit of audibility. 

We now come to a very Interesting 
part of electricity, which was also un- 
known a few years ago. Tlio viliro- 
tions of the 16th to the 45th second 
form ono Hold in which wo are going 
to experiment, the field used in wire- 
loss telegraphy and which undoiihted- 
ly win ho the means of communica- 
tion in the future. At the 45th oc- 
tavo. the vibrations become percopti- 
hlo to us ns heat, the 47tli and 4Sth 
octavos, comprising the range of the 
so-called Infra Red. We now come to 
the very wonderful 49th octavo, the 
most wonderful in all the range of 
vibrations with which we are ac- 
quainted heenuse it constitutes such 
an enormous part of our vast activi- 
ties, namely, the light waves. The 
49th octavo has a vibration range 
from 450 to 760 million million lients 
per second, the vibrations ns they in- 
crease in number giving the colors of 
the Solar Spcctnim in order: — red. or- 
ange, yellow, green, blue, and violet. 

It then goes on to another realm 
which we cannot see. We can follow 
them in the laboratory and will do so 
tonight up to the Slst octave, where 
we have what is known as Ultra Vio- 
let Light which Is invisible but which 
we can make visible by scientific 
means. Then we have up to the 50th 
octave a still more remarkable type of 
energy known ns the X-Ray, which la 
familiar to most of you. This we 
shall also demonstrate tonight. The 
first type of this phenomenon will be 
for the purpose of proving that we can 
make the invisible, visible. We know 
we can make the invisible wave, visi- 
ble in this region between sound and 
light because that has been done with 
wireless telegraphy. The method by 
which all these experiments are done 
la the methorl which we know ns fre- 
quency transformation. In other 
words, we can lake in these vibra- 
tions of different frequency and put 
them through certain apparatus, low- 
ering their frequency ino the realm 
which appears to us as sound, or rais- 
ing their frequencies in order to make 
them visible as light. We have here 
an apparatus for pro-lucing currents 
of very high frequency. Strictly 
speaking, they are not electric cur- 
rents. they are electric charges vi- 
brating with inconceivable rapidity 
and producing currents of extremely 
high voltage. In dealing with these, 
we have to readjust our ideas of elec- 
tricity because they do things which 
an ordinary current will not do. They 
pass through glass, rubber, etc., and 
do not need a circuit. They defy all 
laws of electricity. They do not in- 
jure the human body. In fact, they 
are known as the greatest vitalizing 
agents that we have in medical work.” 

Doctor Strong then proceeded to 
perform a series of experiments, many 
of them being very beautiful and spec- 
tacular. To show that considerable 
energy can be transmitted through 
the body without injury by means of 
high frequency currents, iron wire 
was heated to fusion, and cotton was 
ignited by electric discharge passed 
through the glass and body. Also 
vacuum tubes were caused to glow 
with the current which passed thru 
the bodies of three students from the 
audience. 

Invisible vibrations were transform- 
ed to the range of the visible by many 
experimental devices, the various lu- 
minous discharges in vacuum tubes 
showing the effect of different pres- 
sures upon the discharges, a wide va- 
riety of colors produced by discharges 
through Gelsler tubes of different de- 
signs and materials. 

Dr. Strong spoke brlefiy on the use 
of high frequency discharge in pro- 
ducing ozone and nitrates to he used j 
as fertilizers, explosives, etc., from the 
air. He demonstrated a special arc 
between iron electrodes by which he 
produced strong Ultra Violet radia- 
tions. The transformation of the in- 
visible Ultra Violet rays to visible 
was shown in a very spectacular man- 
ner by a special apparatus, using 
quinine and fluorescene solutions. 
Next followed striking X-Ray demon- 
strations with illustrations of their 
use in locating metal objects imbed- 
ded in the body. 

The lecture was concluded by a very 
spectacular demonstration of the dis- 
charge from large resonators con- 
structed by Doctor Strong.

It is not surprising 
then, that it is attracting to its ranks 
all classes of men from every condi- 
tion of life, for it comes with a mes- 
sage of good tidings of great joy to 
every one, a message of happiness for 
the man who is ill and the man who 
is well; for the man who mourns and 
for the man who rejoices; for the man 
who falls and for the man who suc- 
ceeds. Indeed, there is no condition 
or circumstance in human affairs but 
may be bettered by a right applica- 
tion of the teachings of Christian Sci- 
ence. 

Now it is not the purpose of this 
lecture to enumerate the achievements 
of Christian Science. They are writ- 
ten in the lives of men. Rather is it 
to set forth as simply as may be. some 
of the vital elements of Christian Sci- 
ence and incidentally the part that 
right thinking takes in its activities. 
A’ou will be told something about the 
origin of Christian Science and its re- 
lation to the Bible, that sacred guide 
to right thinking. Somewhat will be 
said about Christian Science healing: 
about the right understanding of God 
as imparted in the Scriptures; about 
the nature and efflcacy of prayer; and 
also about such other phases of right 
thinking as are essential to man’s 
health, happiness and salvation. 

No lecture, however, is to be re 
garded as a complete exposition of the 
whole of Christian Science. It can 
but deal with some of the essential 
teachings and leave the listener free to 
accept or reject them as he likes, w’hile 
directing him for his further enlight- 
enment to the text book of Christian 
Science, the book, “Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” by Mary 
Baker Eddy. 

In that book he will quickly dis- 
cover that will-power has no place in 
Christian Science healing, and that no 
relationship wiiatever exists betw'een 
Christian Science and hypnotism, mes- 
merism, auto-suggestion, spiritualism, 
thought transference, telepathy, oc- 
cultism. new’ thought, mental science, 
or any of the cults or schools that rely 
wholly or in part upon the influence 
of one human mind and human w’ill 
upon another. Christian Science ac- 
knowledges and admits the existence 
of but one .Mind and this .Mind is God. 
the source of all good in man and in 
the universe. 

Indeed. Christian Science subjugates 
the human will so that one turns nat- 
urally and confidently to God as a lit- 
tle child turns to his father for guid- 
ance. protection and help in every 
time of need. It is no infrequent thing 
to find that the loving, trustful thought 
of the little child will heal in ('hris- 
tian Science, where the human will 
can accomplish nothing. It is often 
the simplicity of the child thought that 
Is needed after the wisdom of maturity 
has dune all it can.

To be healed in Christian Science, 
one does not have to understand it. 
Infidels frequently have been healed 
by it. but if one would understand it 
or apply it for himself he must believe 
in the Bible, for from first to last, from 
beginning to end Christian Science is 
founded upon the Bible of our fore- 
fathers. 


founder of Christian Science was a 
woman. Mar> Baker Eddy. You may 
know. too. that for years she labored 
alone and unassisted- Imt always un- 
daunteil and undismayed — offering to 
an unbelieving world that which she 
knew from the first would ultimately 
bless all mankind, healing the sick, 
and reforming the sinner. 

Yoii may know. too. that at the time 
of life when most women are enjoying 
the well-earned fruitage of earlier 
years, the blessing.s of home, family 
and friends, she was deprived of them. 
Instead, she endured the jeers of the 
incredulous, the sting of cheap wit. 
and the anathemas of the bigoted. 

Like most great thinkers. .Mrs. Eddy 
lived in a world all her own. and 
while she was alertly interested in the 
more important of the world's dally 
occtirrences. her thought was ever 
turning from the things about us to 
the things beyond us. M‘om the things 
that are seen to the things that are 
not seen. .And although she was al 
ways considerate of the comfort and 
w’eil-belng of those around her — no 
mother could be more loving and 
thoughtful— yet Mrs. Eddy’s closest 
companions were ever her own 
thoughts, which, when expressed in 
words, disclosed how steadfastly and 
continuously she dwelt in “the secret 
place of the Most High.”

It re- 
mained for the religion of .loans to of- 
fer to its four hundred and seventy- 
seven millions of followers the con- 
cept of Goil as “Father.”

A Iteligioii of Works 

When the man who is healed in 
Christian Science, recognizes that he 
has restored to him the blessings of 
health and happiness, usefulness and 
ability, those valued things that w’ore 
so sorely threatened, he is almost over- 
whelmed by a surge cf emotions. 
Amazement, curiosity, and a desire to 
understand are uppermost. "What has 
done this wonderful thing, and how’ 
can I get hold of it?” are the insistent 
questions he propounds; "I w’ant this 
marvelous power to help others; 1 
know’ so many people that need it bad- 
ly and I W’ant to talk it to them by the 
hour.” he earnestly declares. 

This zeal is natural and commend- 
able, but unless it is tempered with 
w’isdom, it may be harmful, rather than 
helpful, for Christian Science is not a 
religion of words but of w’orks. To 
talk Christian Science enthusiastically 
and indiscriminately w’ithout having 
lived it persistently, is to invite oppo- 
sition where we had hoped for ac- 
ceptance. It often produces prejudice 
instead of support, incredulity Instead 
of belief. More good can be done by 
ten minutes of right thinking than by 
hours of talking to those who do not 
care to hear. 

One w’ho by virtue of his w’lde learn- 
ing and keen intellect was qualifled to 
speak upon the subject, once said re- 
ferring to the natural sciences, art 
and literature. “In science you must 
not talk until you know; in art, you 
must not talk until you do; in litera- 
ture you must not talk until you 
think.” In Christian Science, it may 
well be said that w’e are w’ise if we 
do not talk until w’e know’, and do, and 
think; know’ the Principle of Christian 
Science, do what it teaches, and think 
what we are about to say, to whom, 
and how’, and w’hen, and w’here. If w’e 
follow’ this simple rule w’e w’lll not 
talk too little; if w’e Ignore it w’e may 
w’ell talk too much. 

WH AT IS IT THAT HE.VLS! 

Answ’ering then the eager question 
that is uppermost in the mind of the 
man who is investigating Christian 
Science, the question, “What is it that 
heals in Christian Science?” "What 
is it that does the healing?” let us ex 
plain to him that it is the same divine 
pow’er and influence that healed the 
sick in the days of Jesus of Nazareth 
and for two hundred years afterwards: 
j the same divine pow’er and influence 
that w’ere used by the prophets of old, 
and w’hlch are as available today by 
every sincere man and w’oman as they 
ever have been, for they are of God 
and He is the same yesterday, today 
and forever. 

It is not the pow’er of the human 
mind that heals in Christian Science, 
but the power of the divine Mind — God 
Himself. 

The w’ord “mind” as used in (.’hrls- 
tian Science, has a two-fold applica- 
tion. When used in its highest sense 
it alw’ays means God. unchanging 
good, and when so used in our litera- 
ture it is always capitalized. This 
marks it clearly and differentiates it 
from the word “mind” as ordinarily 
used, as when one would speak of the 
mind of man, the human mind and the 
like. 

Christian Science Is show ing that the 
human mind, or as it is called in Chris- 
tian Science, mortal mind, is at the 
bottom of nearly all of man's troubles. 
St. Paul called it “the carnal mind," 
and said it is “enmity against God,” 
that is, opposed to everything good. 
It is to be lield accountable for every 
discordant condition of the huinaii 
body. It holds its subjects in a grip 
of iron, and sickness, pain, sorrow, 
want and misery are its results, it is 
misleading, blundering, often mallei 
ous and always ignorant of God. it is 
a dictator, a tyrant, a despot, and the

Christian Science ofl'ers release from 
the dominant and malignant control 
of man by mortal mind and this release 
it efl’ects by teaching men to know’ God.

When the despondent invalid recog- 
nizes that God never made a man sick 
nor a sick man; that on the contrary 
He has given to man unbroken health; 
(hat sickness is an imposition of mor- 
tal mind and Is Illegitimate, abnormal, 
unrighteous, without divine law’, recog- 
nition, or sanction, he is then ready to 
turn to divine Mind. God Himself. 
“Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who hcaleth all thy diseases.’’ (Ps. 
10.1::i) 

Jesus by precept an-.l example was 
continually lifting men’s thought" 
above their inherited and imped. tivc 
beliefs about God as a man-like being 
w’lth form and body, subject to w’rath. 
favoritism, chatigeableness and other 
human characteristics. Instead, he re- 
vealed God to be inllnite good, the 
same yesterday, today and forever and 
in no way resembling erring, finite 
man. 

Right rnderstanding of («od 

Jesus the Christ, by virtue of his 
ilivlne sonship. taught that God is not 
only loving, hut (hat He is Ixive; that 
He is not only spiritual, but that He 
is Spirit, in whom we live and move 
and have our being. Can you conceive 
of infinite Spirit or infinite Love, hav- 
ing a form or hoily or subject to the 
personal limitations of time and place 
and circumstance? 

Christian Science ever follow’ing the 
teachings of Jesus, shows that God is 
Ixive; that God is Spirit; that He is 
Mind; that He is Truth; that He is 
Life; that God is the infinite Principle 
of being, operating through unchang- 
ing laws, law’s that are always com- 
prehensible and ahvays beneficent; 
that He is omniscience, omnipotence, 
omnipresence. 

Ho these definitions of God quickly 
appeal to the individual w’ho has al- 
ways thought of God as a finite per- 
sonage, a magnified man? Perhaps 
not. But let us propose as an aid 
towards a fuller comprehension, that 
he choose from among these definitions 
the one w’hich most nearly approaches 
his highest conception of good, and let 
his thought dwell upon that. A man’s 
highest ideas of God can be no higher 
than his highest conceptions of good, 
but they should alw’ays be that high, 
for God is infinite, unchanging good. 

It might appear presumptuous in me 
here to attempt an adequate exposition 
of the full teachings of Christian Sci- 
ence about God as Scripturally de- 
fined. I would, instead, refer you to 
our text book where you will find them 
all fully set forth and lucidly expound- 
ed. But I feel I may w’lth propriety 
briefly refer to that concept of God. 
which so universally meets man’s dir- 
est need in his darkest hours of trial 
and tribulation, the concept of God as 
infinite Love, w’hlch the Scriptures im- 
part and which Christian Science em- 
phasizes. 

If the thought of God as Love, ever 
blessing, never condemning; ever heal- 
ing, never afflicting; ever protecting, 
and never neglecting; including all 
mankind in His fatherly care and in- 
finite affection; if this thought of God 
comes to you with tender appeal, hold 
fast to it and cherish it. It will un- 
fold and enlarge and develop, and 
gradually lead you to a yet broader, 
fuller knowledge of Him as Love dl 
vine. 

And can you conceive of anything 
that is so sorely needed today, in our 
churches and out of them, than more 
of that same Ixive? Anything that will 
so quickly check man’s inhumanity to 
man. that today Is making "countless 
thousands mourn 

And w’ith that concept of God as 
Love divine, which Christian Science 
imparts, comes also the concept of 
Him as F'ather, our Father, your Fa- 
ther and mine. Have you ever consid- 
ered the debt of gratitude we ow’e to 
Jesus for disclosing to us our true 
relationship to God, as he did on a 
number of occasions, one of w hich was 
when he began his prayer with the 
w’ords “Our Father”? 

Have you ever thought w’hat Jesus 
intended us to gather from those words 
“Our Father”? Summon to your 
thought if you will an Instance of per- 
fect human relationship between an 
ideal child and an ideal father, and 
W’hat do you And? How does that 
child regard his father? What does 
he gain from having such a father? 
What does "father” stand for to him? 
Does it mean merely a big man? No, 
"father” to him stands for things that 
cannot bo measured by material or 
physical standards. 

Among other things it stands to him 
for wisdom; for he has learned that 
there is nothing he might need to know 
that his father cannot explain to him. 
He goes to his father with everything 
that puzzles, baffles or annoys him 
and he never goes in vain, for in a few 
moments his troubles are all cleared 
away. 

Father stands to him for love. He 
loves his father devotedly because he 
has iiroofs every hour in the day how 
greatly his father loves him. It stands 
to him for power. He cannot Imagine 
a thing his father cannot do. His 
strength and ability are far and away 
beyond his childish comprehension. 

Father also stands to him for pro- 
tection. Ho is never afraid of any- 
thing when he holds his father’s hand, 
the hand that has lifted him out of 
danger so often that he always feels 
secure when he reaches up and finds 
it waiting his grasp. 

Ho trusts his father wholeheartedly, 
without doubting or questioning. He 
learns self reliance through trying to 
do for others what he has seen his 
father do for him. If he had his way 
he never would be separated from his 
father for one moment, for the little 
one’s highest conception of joy is un- 
broken companionship with his father. 

Now my friends if you will take this 
crude sketch of ideal human relation- 
ship between father and child and 


its praying n.ssoclntcs the mother’s 
tomlor love and watchful care, w’lth 
the Father’s infinite w’isdom. protec- 
tion and power. It Is the only church 
that prays. “Our Father-Mother God.” 

You may ask how am I to know and 
understand God? How am 1 to know’ 
that God is always loving, ahvays pro- 
tecting, always guiding and sustaining 
those who trust him whole-heartedly? 
There is a simple way. my friends; the 
same simple way in which you li.’we 
learned what you know’ about other 
things, that is by trial, by the teat of 
personal exiierionce. the tost that 
changes belief into knowledge. 

You do not merely believe that fire 
burns, you know’ it because you have 
tested it. Ten thousand men might 
tell you that fire is cold and dark. Imt 
against all their allegations stands out 
your ow’n experience. You know that 
fire gives light and heat, because ypu 
have proved it. 

.Now’ apply this same teat of oxperi 
dice to what Ghristian Science teaches 
about God’s impartial and universal 
goodness, and power and love. But 
you must not do it in a half hearted 
w’ay if you w/mld get results. You 
must first lay aside your own ideas of 
W’hat God should do and should not do. 
You must got yourself out of God’s 
W’ay. You w’lll do w’ell to start with 
these w’ords of the Scripture in your 
thought. “Trust in the Ixird with all 
thine heart; and lean not unto thine 
ow’ii understanding. In all thy w’ays 
acknow’ledge him. and he shall direct 
ihy paths.” (Proverbs .1:5. 6) 

Christian Science places in the hands 
of every one the means of gathering 
the fruits of trusting in God and there- 
by proving the w’ords of the prophet 
Isaiah, when he spoke to God as a son 
might speak to his father whose good- 
ness he had proved, "Thou wMlt keep 
him in perfect peace, w’hose mind is 
stayed on thee: because he trusteth in 
thee.” (Isaiah 26:3) 

Have you ever considered my 
friends, how different might have been 
the darkened and troubled passages of 
your lives if they had been illumined 
by that perfect peace that comes from 
trusting God, perfect Love" 


his thinking may bo most profitable 
he need but recall the words of that 
exponent of right thinking, Paul of 
Tarsus. "Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatso- 
ever things are lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good report; if there bo 
any virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on those things.” (Phil. 4:8) 
('hrlstinn Science through the right 
thinking that leails to right doing, af- 
fords to each one the moans of bring- 
ing into his day just the brightness, 
progress and abundance of good that 
ho needs and longs for. 

PRAYER. 

To rule the day w’lsoly, justly, bene- 
flciently, wo must begin it rightly. 
Christian Science is showing men and 
women Iti every walk of life that there 
la no hotter w’ay of beginning each 
day than to ataVt it with a prayer. 

“And w’hat is prayer in (’hrlstinn 
Science?” it may ho asked. “Is it any- 
thing more than hoseoching God earn- 
estly and sincerely to do that thing 
for us that we would greatly like to 
have done?” It la vastly more. Prayer 
in Christian Science la not an affnlr 
of words hut of living; not of elo 
quonce, but of character. It la not the 
man who in public bogs the loudest 
or the longe.st or wltli the greatest 
tluency, whose prayers are answered. 
Years ago. long before ('hrlstian 
Science w’as given to the world, a de- 
vout Christian man, well known and 
beloved on both continents, in speak- 
ing of public prayer, said. "The things 
which men most admire in public 
prayer are the things that God least 
regards." 

Prayer in Christian Science is based 
upon the Scriptural assurance that 
Cod has given all good to every one of 
His children, hence w’e must do more 
than merely heg and beseech Him to 
favor us. We must study to know' His 
law’s and then do our best to live in 
accord with them. Can you not see 
W’hat a small part a multiplicity of 
W’ords or “vain repetitions” has to do 
W’ith such know’ledge? What a small 
part begging has to do w’lth it? 

Briefly to donslder w’hat constitutes 
prayer in Christian Science, let us take 
a few’ extracts from its text book. 
Science and Health. 

On the fourth page of the remark- 
able chapter on “Prayer,” Mrs. Eddy 
uses these w’ords: 

"The habitual struggle to be al- 
w’ays good is unceasing prayer.” 

"What we most need is the 
prayer of fervent desire for grow'th 
in grace, expressed in patience, 
meekness, love, and good deeds.” 

And again on page 15: 
"Self-forgetfulness, purity, and 
affection are constant prayers.” 


RIGHT THINKING. 

There is a sentence in the text book 
of Christian Science, which tells us 
"that all causation is Mind”. (Science 
and Health 417-13) This being true it 
follows that a thought of some kind 
is the foundation, the starting point of 
every action and that right habits of 
thinking lead to right habits of living. 

Christian Science being a religion of 
right thinking, is necessarily a religion I 
of right living. It is a religion of re- 
sults, of achievements, of construction. 
In spiritual upbuilding, right motive as 
w'ell as right action is essential. 

It is a fact which any Bible student 
may verify for himself that Jesus 
formed his estimates from motives. 
(Christian Healing page 7) So in 
Christian Science it is not only the 
good we succeed in doing but also the 
good we persistently try to do that 
brings grow’th. 

Every worthy endeavor is the out- 
come of a w'orthy thought. And con- 
versely the same may be said of evil 
thoughts and evil deeds, for a thought 
of some kind underlies every action, 
good, bad or indifferent. Hence, the 
need for alertly guarding our thoughts, 
allowing only those to remain with us 
that will work for the enduring, the 
good and the true. 

pjvery w’ord that a man has ever 
said. Idle w’ord or pregnant word, 
every deed he has ever done, shameful 
deed or w’orthy deed, has sprung from 
the little seed of a thought. 

The w’orld is slowly awakening to 
the large part that thought has in de- 
termining the effect of occurrences. 
The self willed man still tries to con- 
trol events and circumstances to suit 
himself, but the wise man is learning 
to control himself, through right think- 
ing, ^o that men’s actions or adverse 
circumstances cannot affect him. 

The man w'ho is miserable or dis- 
heartened generally thinks he is so be- 
cause of something that has taken 
place in his life when in reality his 
condition is due nut so much to the 
thing that has occurred as to how he 
has handled it, what his thought is 
about it. Just as In a ball game, a 
hard drive may send the ball flying 
Into the outfield but if the man there 
handles it rightly the hit may amount 
to very little. But if It is fumbled it 
may result in the loss of the game. 
The hit is the same in both cases, but 
its results are determined by the w-ay 
it is handled. 

So it is In the things that occur in 
everyday life. A man is made miser- 
able not merely by what comes to him, 
but how he handles it in his thought, 
what he thinks about It in other words, 
.Much of the trouble that weighs men 
down, that makes them old before their 
time, that invites disease, is <lue to 
their carrying along in their recollec- 
tion some regrettable thing, some de- 
plorable circumstance long after the 
thing itself has passed and should be 
burled in forgetfulness. Ghristian 
Science leaches the art of forgetting 
the things that are evil and remem- 
bering the things that are good. And 
it is an art to forget evil, for you 
know how it reaches out and clutches 
at your thought and forces Itself upon 
you at every opportunity. Yet, noth- 
ing but evil can come from thinking 
of evil and there is no surer way of 
expelling evil from our lives than to 
follow tlie words of the Founder of 
('hristlan Science, "Keep your minds 
so tilled with Truth and Ixive, that sin, 
disease, and death cannot enter 
them.” (The First Ghurch of (’hrlst. 
Scientist, and .Miscellany, P. 210) 
God's promise, "1 will take sickness 
away from the midst of thee” (Exodus 
23:25) was not made merely for the 
past or for 
present. 


Indeed, this whole chapter is such 
a complete and comprehensive exposi- 
tion of true prayer that the few ex- 
tracts I have repeated can only serve 
as a glimpse of its helpfulness. 

In Christian Science there are no 
formal prayers for special occasions. 
It has no prayer book. The Ixird’s 
Prayer is repeated in unison at all 
Christian Science services, and it is in- 
variably preceded by a few moments 
of silent prayer by the congregation. 
Besides this, there is one short prayer 
recommended for daily use. So simple 
is it, yet so reverent in its phraseol- 
ogy; so direct, yet so universal in Its 
inclusions; so free from every sug- 
gestion of sect or doctrine, is It. that 
It can be used unreservedly by any 
sincere man or woman of any church 
or of no church. Here it is as .Mrs. 
Eddy has given It to us: 


"‘Thy kingdom come;’ let the 
reign of divine Truth, Life, and 
Love be established in me, and 
rule out of me all sin; and may 
Thy Word enrich the affections of 
all mankind, and govern them!” 

(Manual Art, VIII Sec. 4) 

The day that is begun with this 
prayer or any other equally unselfish 
and uplifting, is sure to be a better, 
happier, healthier, and holier day be- 
cause of It. 

Healing in Christian Science is al- 
w'ays by means of prayer. The word 
generally used Is "treatment,” but it 
is always to be understood that a 
Christian Science treatment is a pray- 
er, and just in the proportion that it 
is a righteous prayer, does it heal the 
sick and reform the sinner. It is not 
the prayer of supplication, but of real- 
ization; it is not merely asking God 
to do something for us, but knowing 
that He has already done the good 
thing desired. It is the prayer in 
which gratitude is supplanting en- 
treaty, confidence is expelling doubt, 
iind perfect love Is casting out fear. 
It is laying at the feet of God the 
"heart’s sincere desire, uttered or un- 
expressed.” and then patiently listen- 
ing for His "Go in peace.” It is the 
prayer of rejoicing, of conquest, of 
humility, of unselfish love.

If one would know In whut direction ly in the sweet company of happiness 


that life will scorn to bo beginning 
anew. And it will be the beginning of 
new things, for gratitude Is one of the 
kateways through which God’s bless- 
ings enter men’s lives. If we keep it 
shut, need we w’ondcr w’hy more of 
good does not come to us? 

The man who Is ill, the man who Is 
unfortunate, the man who is afflicted, 
the man who has not that which he 
needs, if he wonders why. will do w'ell 
to ask himsoli’ often, “Am I grateful 
enough for what I already have?” And 
the man who is discourngod! Ah, my 
friends, the discourngod man has but 
to invito gratitude into his conscious- 
ness to see discouragement vanish like 
darkness heforo the undlmmcd sun. 
And here let it bo said that there is 
not one man on (his green earth Hidny, 
but who can find something for which 
to he grateful to God, if he will but 
hunt for it honestly and earnestly. 

Ghristian Science la (earing the 
mask from the gloomy face of dis- 
couragement and is exposing it in its 
true colors. It may he truly said that 
nine people out of ton submit to dis- 
couragement W’lthout resistance be- 
cause they do not know’ any hettor. 
They do not know that it is a mental 
inlrndor, a moral nuisance that should 
never be tolerated but always shunned 
as one would shun infectious disease. 

It la bad because It is full of deceit. 

It tricks a man into believing ho is a 
failure, when success may be waiting 
for him just around the corner. It de- 
ludes him until ho sees things crooked 
and believes things about himself and 
others tliat he knows are not true. It 
robs him of his courage, strips him of 
his ability and mumbles into his ears 
the aw’ful lie that God has forgotten 
him. 

Discouragement is dangerous be- 
cause it invites and develops those evil 
thoughts that later may be manifest- 
ed in evil things, the moat common of 
W’hlch is disease in its varied forms. 

Perhaps. I may bring this more 
foi’ceiully before you by relating a lit- 
tle fable, a bit of folk lore, so simple 
that a child may understand it, hut 
which illustrates the point I w’ould 
bring to your notice, that discourage- 
ment is an active agency of evil, but 
which could accomplish nothing if 
gratitude w’ere given its rightful place 
in your thought. 

It is a story told of that mythical, 
unreal character, commonly known as 
the devil, that notorious figment of the 
imagination. Invented ages ago by men 
wiio mistakenly believed that to per- 
sonalize evil was the only way to make 
it feared and shnned. 

The other party in the story is an 
old farmer, who traveling in a strange 
land, came across an odd-looking 
building unlike anything he had ever 
seen. He entered and found it was a 
warehouse in which were kept the 
seeds of those evil thoughts that spring 
up in a man’s heart whenever Satan 
gets busy planting. There he saw 
great piles of bags, each filled with 
the seeds of some evil thought. One 
pile was marked malice, another envy, 
another jealously, another hatred, an- 
other deceit, another sensuousness, an- 
other hypocrisy, another cruelty, an- 
other revenge — vice in every form. 
Apart from the rest was a pile very 
much larger than all the others and 
strange to say it was marked "dis- 
couragement.” 

While the farmer was wondering 
about this, as the story goes, the devil 
himself came along, and so the farmer 
qu,e8tloned him and said, "How is it 
that you have so much of discourage- 
ment here? I did not know that be- 
longed to you.” The devil grinned. 
"Not many people do know that it be- 
longs to me,” he said, "and I do not 
propose that they shall. But I use 
more of that than of any of the other 
seeds you see here. Most people when 
they discover these other seeds spring- 
ing up In their mental gardens know 
that I have done the sowing and they 
pull them up for that reason. In such 
cases I only need to plant a little bit 
of discouragement and that changes 
things considerably. For discourage- 
ment will grow everywhere, it springs 
up quickly and hides and conceals and 
keeps out of sight these other things 
until they are strong enough to stand 
alone. And it is such a harmless look- 
ing weed that very few people suspect 
that I have anything to do with It, so 
they take no pains to pull it up.” 

. After this long speech of the devil’s 
the farmer thought a moment and then 
he said, "A’ou say discouragement will 
grow everywhere. Will it grow every- 
where?” The devil frowned. "Why, 
no,” he said, “there is one place where 
I never could get discouragement to 
grow.” "Where is that?” asked the 
farmer. "V/hy, that.” said the devil, 
"is in the heart of a grateful man!” 

So, my friends, whenever you see* 
the dark and heavy leaves of discour- 
agement growing in your mental gar- 
den. just remember that underneath 
them, out of your sight and unsus- 
pected by you may be reaching out the 
roots of those evil thoughts that grip 
and dwarf and sap a man’s very char- 
acter. Hull them up! Uproot them! 
Or, better yet. let your heart be so 
filled with gratitude to God that dis- 
couragement cun find no foothold. 

Do you remember what an Inspir- 
ing example was set for us in that di- 
rection by Jesus, when he began his 
prayer with the words. "Father, I 
thank thee.” And if ever the sower 
of evil seeds tempts you to believe 
that you have little to be thankful for. 
consider the many things you have 
this very day that you would not want 
to do without and then note how few 
of them were possessed by him who 
in speaking of himself said, “The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man hath 
not W’here to lay his head.” And yet 
he prayed "Father. I thank thee.” 

The Bible tells us that the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick. What 
may we not expect then of the prayer 
in which there is not only the abund- 
ance of faith but also of understand- 
ing. of that essential knowledge of 
God, of wisdom, of gratitude, of un- 
selfed love? And every Ghristian 
Science treatment that is made up of 
these elements of righteousness, as 
every (’hristlan Science treatment 
should bo made up. heals the sick and 
the sinning and comforts the sorrow- 
ing. and with it comes a conscious- 
ness of God’s protecting care and Infi- 
nite affection, a consciousness that 
leads to higher usplratlomj and purer 
desires, that makes men and women 
want to be bettor and want to know 
how to bo bettor, that they may share 
God’s infinite mercy and justice

They will try to effect the 
organization of a woman’s party to 
Induce the prosont congress to act on 
tile Susan H. Antliony amendment.

Ttie parade at Chicago during the 
National Reputdican Convention next 
.June, It is prc'dicted, will hv the larg- 
est demonstrallon of the klml ever 
seen l:i Hits country. "Wc* expect to 
have more than 50,0(10 women in line,” 
aayn Mrs. Carrie Cliapman Catt. 

Saskatchewan, following the load of 
Manitotia and Alberta, has Just grnnt- 
(>d full provincial suffrage to its wo- 
men. This is the third t'anadlan Prov- 
ince to give suffrage to women in the 
last three months. The Provinces of 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
liave n coml)lnod area of 758.817 square 
miles and a population of 1,.312.709. 

A most dramatic nujeting was held 
recently in Chicago when 8,000 women 
packed the Auditorium Theatre and 
drew up a platform of municipal re- 
form. At the same time they warned 
the Mayor that the spoils system In- 
stead of the merit system can go on 
no longer. The Chicago Herald .says 
that it was an impressive demonstra- 
tion of the new force in Chicago poli- 
tics, and it is the first elTort of this 
kind toward making a free city of Chi- 
cago. 

A Suffrage Entertainment Club has 
just been formed in Boston and all suf- 
fragists are invited to become nieni- 
hers. The purpose of this Club is en- 
tirely social and to bring suffragists 
together. The first meeting will be 
held immediately after Easter when a 
Tea will be given in the Rose Room of 
the Hotel Lenox. For any information 
apply to Mrs. Frederick P. Bagley, Ho- 
tel Lenox, Boston. 

The Ways and Means Committee of 
the Suffrage Association not long ago 
gave $4,500 to the Red Cross for war 
relief, in addition to raising large 
sums for suffrage work. 

It has been suggested that the best 
memorial that could be raised to the 
memory of Clara Barton, founder of 
the American Red Cross, would be to 
answer at last her own plea: “When 
you were weak and I was strong, I 
toiled for you. Now you are strong 
and I am weak. Because of my work 
for you, I ask your aid; I ask the 
ballot for myself and my sex. As I 
stood by you, I pray you stand by me 
and mine.” 

Several million women will have a 
chance to vote for a President ot the 
United States this year. The Ladies' 
Home Journal says: “How large a pro- 
portion of this total will exercise this 
privilege remains, of course, to be 
seen. These women represent twelve 
states, which cast 91 ballots in the 
electoral college which elects the Pres- 
ident.

"Although the Boston Health Do- 
pnrfmont wore the loaders In this 
oonntry In sa'oguarfllng milk when 
they omahllshofl a hartorlal standard 
some years ago, they are today far 
behind .New York In protecting the 
nubile health," said Dr. ('. H. Hood 
President of the International .Milk 
Denle’-.s’ Association. In an address he 
fore the .New York Sanitary Milk Deal- 
ers’ As.socintlon last night. 

“The grading of milk Is just ns Im 
po»-tniil ns the grading of any other 
food. Rtich ns apnlos, butter or eggs 
.and .New York City was the first to 
recognize this fact, f’ows’ milk pron- 
erly modified and safeguarded Is the 
best substitute for mother’s milk hut 
we must nil remember that In .N'afure’^^ 
scheme for the noiirlshment of the 
young, milk was never stipposed to see 
the light of day. In feeding hahle^ 
cows’ milk, it Is the dntv of the milk 
denier and the health oITlcer to nrevent 
nny onportunity for contaniinntion, 
Nev.’ York Is right In grading milk 
nrcording to definite standards so that 
the nuhlic may know just wlint thev 
are buving. 

“Health regulations are not made 
for the dairy expert: they are made 
for the masses of dealers and oanno) 
he made anv mo’*o stringent than the 
average dealer can live uj) to. Our 
firm was selling milk In glass jar^ 
before the law required us to do it: 
toftay everyone has to. Tt Is the same 
with pasteurization, grading, medleal 
Inspection of employees and lahora- 
torv analv.ses — the specialist leads oT ' 
often at great expense, and the health | 
rpfriilntlons follow, i 

"Any system of grading milk must | 
nalurallv begin at the farm. It is.un- i 
fortunate that the methods I'lsed hv j 
some health departments of inspect- : 
ing farms with untrained men. is stiP I 
in use. The policeman’s club drives j 
the farmers out of business hot doe-^ j 
not improve the milk supply. We can- 
not expect the farmer to produce! 
cleaner milk when the educated citv 
person does not discriminate between I 
different dealers. The grading and 
proper labelling of milk has accomp- 
lished this result in New York, for the 
reason that the milk problem is large- 
ly an economic one and the financial 
reward the best Incentive for cleaner 
milk. 

“Every milk dealer worthy of his 
calling should have the same ideal as j 
the sanitarian. 'To save lives and pre- 
vent sickness.’ This is the corner 
stone of preventive medicine and 
when we stop to think that unsafe milk 
has ca**sed more sickness than any 
other article of food, the business we 
are engaged In is certainly worthy of 
our best endeavors. 

"Of course the dealer is subject to 
all kiiyls of criticism and I suppose we 
will always have the agitators with 
us. We should try to promote con- 
structive agitation, get the good ideas 
as they come along and try to make 
everyone our friends. 

“We are entitled to a reasonable 
profit only when we can demonstrate 
to the public that we are properly 
safeguarding their health and using 
efficient methods in managing our bus- 
iness. The profit is so small that it 
demands careful economy . at every 
step, but this economy cannot he ef- 
fected at the expense of efficiency, for 
it will he found an expensive process 
in the end. It is now generally ad- 
mitted that the concentration of the 
milk business into a few hands has 
many advantages, inasmuch as it is 
easier to grade milk according to cer- 
tain definite standards where a large 
amount Is handled at one point. The 
large dealer can afford to employ high 
class and competent assistants beyond 
the reach of the small dairyman. Con- 
solidation is an economic advantage 
both to the middleman and the health 
authorities. When it comes to distri- 
bution there is a distinct advantage 
for one wagon can cover the ground 
of several wagons from independent 
sources."

system. In the last census, also, ns 
in that for 1000, statistics were not 
collected for establishments having 
products for tho census year valued 
at less than $500, except that reports 
were taken for establishments idle 
during a portion of tho census year, 
or which began operation during* that 
year, and whose products for such 
reason were valued at loss than $500. 

The word "establishment" as used 
in the census reports may mean more | 
than one mill or plant, provided they 
are owned or controlled and operated 
by a single individual, partnership, 
corporation, or other owner or oper- 
ator. and are located in the same town 
or ‘city. 

Tho reports were taken for the cal- 
endar year ending December 31. 1914 
wherever the system of bookkeeping 
permitted figures for that period to be 
secured, but when the fiscal year of 
an estahlishmont differed from the cal- 
endar year a report was obtained for 
the operatioiii of that establishment 
for its fiscal year falling most largely 
within tho calendar year 1914. 

Tho population of Newton at tho 
census of 191U was 39.806 and it is 
estimated that it was 42.000 on July 1. 
1914. 

The statistics represent the estah- 
lishments located within tae corpor- 
ate limits of Newton. 

The summary for manufactures 
shows an Increase in the number of 
establishments, numner of firm mem- 
bers. salaried employees, power used, 
and amount paid during the year for 
services. There was a decrease, how- 
ever, in the average number of wage 
earners employed, capital invested, 
cost of materials, and value of prod- 
ucts. 

(’apital IiiYcstod 

The capital invested, as reported in 
1914, was $5,581,000. and it was $5,669,- 
000 in 1909. In this connection it 
should be stated that the inquiry con- 
tained in the census schedule calls 
for the total amount of capital, both 
owned and borrowed. Invested In the 
business, but excludes the value of 
rented property, plant, or equipment 
which was employeii In the conduct of 
manufacturing enterprises. In the 
final bulletins and reports the rental 
paid for such property will be shown 
separately. 

(’osf. of .Tliileriuls 
The cost of materials used was $3,- 
142,000 in 1914, as against $3,383,000 
in 1909. In addition to the component 
materials which enter Into the prod- 
ucts of the establishment for the cen- 
sus year there are included the cost 
of fuel, mill supplies, and rent of 
power and heat. The cost of mater- 
ials, however, does not include unused 
materials and supplies bought either 
for speculation or for use during a 
subsequent period. 

The census inquiry does not include 
amounts paid for miscellaneous ex- 
penses. such as rent of offices, royal- 
ties. insurance, ordinary repairs, ad- 
vertising, traveling expenses, or al- 
lovs’ance for depreciation. 

Value of Froducts 

The value of products, which amount- 
ed to $5,823,000 in 1914 and to $6,279.- 
000 in 1909, represents their selling 
vaiue or price at the plants as actu- 
ally turned out by tlie factories dur- 
ing the census year and does not nec- 
essarily have any relation to the 
amount of sales for that year. The 
values under this head also include 
amounts received for work done on 
mateiials furnished by others. 

Salaries and Wages 
The salaries and wages amounted 
to $1,578,000 in 1914 and to $1,427,000 
in 1909. 

Tli’e number of salaried ernjiloyees 
was 221 in 1914, as compared with 
160 in 1909. 

Tlie average number of wage earn- 
ers was 2,154 in 1914 and 2.174 In 1909.

has won the respectful attention of 
educators from other cities, and the 
scliool has liecome in a sense a train- 
ing school for teachers of special chil- 
dren. 

At the time of the opening of tho 
Newton school there were only six of 
these special classes in Boston. At 
the present time there are about fifty 
and a considerable number of tho 
teachers in these schools have received 
their training in this Newton School. 

The number of pupils now enrolled 
in the Barnard School Is 60 and that 
number can be increased to 100 when 
additional teachers and school facili- 
ties are available. 

The school is carefully graded, and 
the entire scheme of work is based up- 
on tho principle of placing the child 
in the section in which he will receive 
the greatest benefit. This necessitates 
constant study, testing and change — 
in a word, the most expert supervi- 
sion. 

Technical work in sewing, cobbling, 
desk repairing, chair seating and rug 
making Is going on at all times, as 
are also classes in the academic sub- 
jects. Among other pieces of work 
accomplished during tho year, 36 
chairs have been seated for tho School 
Department, 14 rugs woven for sale, a 
score of children have had their shoes 
mended here in the school, and each 
girl has made herself a number of 
well-fitting garments. As far as pos- 
sible the things needed for use in the 
school are made by the pupils and all 
desks ary repaired and cared for by 
them. 

Self-respect, a sense of personal re- 
sponsibility for work well done, and 
the habit of doing one’s best at all 
times are engendered by the special 
training in this school. 

"Follow up” work in the homes has 
resulted in the introduction often- 
times of new and valuable ideas and 
tho elimination of some harmful prac- 
tices, such as tea drinking and un- 
limited "movie" attendance. 

The very elastic program made to 
fit the needs of the individual pupil, 
the careful study and compiling of 
data in regard to each pupil’s advance- 
ment. and the happy atnmsphere cre- 
ated by the energetic workers consti- 
tute an environment in which many 
"special cases” attain a mental grasp 
and concentration which enable them 
to enter successfully the regular class- 
es of any public school. 

A happy scene may be witnessed In 
this school any Friday afternoon when 
the weekly party for the "star” pupils, 
the pupils who have made the most 
earnest efforts during the week, is In 
progress. 

Those children respond readily to 
the stimulus of good music, and it is 
hoped that some good citizens of New- 
ton may soon donate a piano to this 
deserving school.

Made Up Into Jam It Will Be Appre- 
ciated In the Winter — Method 
of Serving Them in 
Batter. 

Gooseberry Jam. — Seven ponndR 
Kfoen Rooscborrica, eight pounds 
sugar. 

Method.— Top and tall the goose- 
berries and place them In a preserv- 
ing pan. Add the sugar and slowly 
bring to boiling point and boll for 40 
minutes. If the jam jollies quickly 
when a samp’ is placed on a saucer 
it is quite ready and must be bottled 
at once. 

To Bottle Gooseberries. — Gather to- 
gether some bottles with wide necks 
Sec that they are perfectly clean and 
dry. Fill them with gooseberries and 
place in the oven until thoroughly hot 
through without breaking the skins. 
Ueniove from the oven, add tw’o tahle- 
rpoonfuls sugar to each bottle, and 
fill up with boiling water. Seal with 
parnnin and store. 

Gooseberries in Batter. — Four table- 
spoonfuls flour, two eggs, pinch salt, 
half pint milk, half pint gooseberries, 
one tahlospoonful sugar, ten ounces 
dripping or butter. 

Method. — Prepare the batter by mix- 
ing the flour and salt with a little 
milk and the eggs beaten to a froth. 
Beat this thoroughly until smooth and 
the surface free of bubbles. Stir in 
gently the remainder of the milk. 
Heat the fat until smoking hot in a 
baking tin and pour in the batter and 
gooseberries. Bake in a hot oven for 
half to three-quarters of an hour. Cut 
into sections and sprinkle freely with 
pulverized sugar. 

Gooseberry Souffle. — One pint stewed 
gooseberries, quarter pound sugar, two 
ounces butter, ounces flour, two 
teaspoonfuls corn flour, three eggs, 
one teacupful milk. 

Method. — Prepare a sauce writh the 
flour, corn flour, milk and butter. 
Stir in the gooseberry pulp and the 
yolks of eggs, also the sugar. Beat 
the wiiites to a stiff froth and fold 
these carefully into the mixture. Pre- 
pare a souffle mold by tying a greased 
paper round the top. Place the mix- 
ture in the tin and steam for an hour. 
Turn out very carefully and serve at 
once. 

Gooseberry Jelly. — Seven poimds 
green gooseberries, two quarts water, 
one pound sugar to each pint liquid. 

Method. — Crush the gooseberries 
with the rolling-pin or potato masher. 
Place these In a pan with. the water 
and cook unfl soft and tender. Strain 
the mixture very carefully, without 
squeezing, through a coarse cloth. 
Add a pound of sugar to each pint of 
liquid and boll for half an hour to 
three-quarters.

Baked Peart. 

Pare and core, without dividing, as 
many pears as you wish; place them 
In a pan and fill centers of pears with 
brown sugar. Add a little water and 
let them bake until perfectly tender. 
Serve with sweet cream or boiled cus- 
tard. 

An old-fashioned way is to place 
pears in a covered baking dish, with- 
out paring. Add one very small cup- 
ful of molasses to every two quarts 
of pears; but little water is necessary. 
Bake about two hours. It you wish, 
you may pare and core them, using 
one small cupful of rugar Instead of 
molasses. 


Ideal Soup Kettle. 

One of the woeful aspects of soup- 
making in the y pre-enamel-ware 
days was the cleansing of the heavy 
iron kottle; for washing a kettle big 
enough to hold a shinbone of beef 
with trimmings was no joke. To- 
day. however, one can have the trim, 
enameled kettle In any size, light, yet 
strong, and all it needs is hot suds 
and a good rinsing to make It beauti- 
fully clean and aanjtary. If. In addi- 
tion. there is a colander of enamel 
ware for straining of the soup into a 
pan to match, the equipment is ideal 
for cleanliness, quickness and results. 


Plums In Rice Border. 

Cook the rice in milk uatll tender 
and quite dry, adding u pinch of salt 
when it is half done. .Make it rather 
sweet with powdered sugar and pour 
Into a border mold to set. When ready 
to serve, turn It out carefully and till 
the center with very rich stewed 
plums, pour a little of the sirup over 
the rice and heap whipped cream over 
the plums. The stones should be re- 
moved from the fruit and the kernels 
simmered ten minutes in a little thin 
sirup and then mix with the fruit. 


Prune Souffle. 

.Mash suffleient prunes to make one- 
half pint, press through a colander, add 
four tuhlespoonfuls sugar and stir in 
the well-beaten whites of four eggs 
Turn into baking (fish, dust with pow- 
dered sugar and hake in moderately 
quick oven ten minutes. 


Lemon Cookies. 

Cream one cupful of butter with two 
of sugar, add three beaten eggs and 
flavor with lemon juice. Blft into 
this enough flour to make the dough 
stiff enough to handle, roll thin, cut 
out and bake. 


New Flavoring. 

Several tuhlespoonfuls of peanut 
butter creamed witli the shurieiiing 
are n^commeiided for giving a novel 
and delicious flavor to cookies or any 
dark cuke.

Aldermen Continue Policy of Last Two Yeais 
Regarding Pony Express Licenses 


Tho mnetlng of the aldermen on , 
Monday night waa one of the most 
important of the entire year, the 
adoption of the annual budget of over 
a million and a half dollars, and the 
granting of a large number of licenses 
being the principal features of the 
session. 

President Blanchard was In the 
chair and Aldermen Angler. Clement 
and Harrlman were absent. 

At the hearing on petition for Edi- 
son polos on Franklin street, Mr. R. 
E. Mandell appeared in opposition, 
stating that he believed the persons 
desiring service could be reached by 
crossing private property, and that 
In his opinion the poles would be a 
great detriment to property on the 
street. Mr. E. W. Hodgson also called 
attention to the large number of trees 
on the street, which might be seri- 
ously affected by the electric wires. 
A communication In opposition from 
Mr. H. E. Damon was read by the 
clerk. 

At the hearing on petition of F. W. 
Norris for Public Garage at corner of 
Commonwealth avenue and Washing- 
ton street. Ward 4, Mr. Frank H. 
Rudy, representing Mr. Norris, said 
that Mr. Norris recognizing the sen- 
timent regarding the erection of gar- 
ages on Commonwealth avenue had 
plans for a building of extraordinary 
character. It is planned to construct 
nine stores with a garage In the rear. 
The entrance to the garage could be 
either on Commonwealth avenue or on 
Washington street. The total cost of 
the building as planned would be 
about $60,000. Mr. H. B. Ross in op- 
position called attention to the fact 
that there are two other garages with- 
in a mile of this location, and th«t 
gasolene could be purchased directly 
opposite the pni.o-.v, . lOo *iie 
also called attention to the conditions 
at this corner and believed that acci- 
dents would be inevitable with e 
age at this point. Mr. W. A. Stiles 
said that in selecting a place for a 
home, he had chosen this particular 
locality because It was free from 
buildings used for commercial pur- 
poses. He said that there was abso- 
lutely no demand for a garage in this 
neighborhood, all residents owning 
cars h iving ;,aiuges on ineir own 
property. Mr. C. A. Wyman and Mr. 
George P. Bullard on behalf of the 
Men’s C’lub of West Newton also op- 
posed the garage, and submitted a copy 
of a resolution adopted by tlie Men’s 
Club in oppor.itlon to this building. 


Mr. Henry B. Day called attention to 
the development along Commonwealth 
avenue, particularly in the West New- 
ton section, and stated ihTt If this ga’*- 
age was constructed It would be of 
g»eat uetrimniu to the development ai- 
leady completed and also to the fu- 
ture develonment. Mr. N. E. Paine 
as a property owner In the Immediate 
vicinity strenuously objected to the 
same. Mr. Paine also called attention 
to the development of the Boulevard, 
and the character of the traffic and 
pointed out the chance for accidents 
at this point. If a garage is placed as 
proposed. 

Communications were received from 
Mayor Childs recommending $7,142.85 
additional appropriation for cost of 
the Weston bridge, and $750 additional 
for Fire dept, salaries after July 1. 
both of which received favorable ac- 
tion later in the session.

THE BUDGET 

Aldermen Reduce Mayor Childs’ Fig ires 
by $44,000 

The board of aldermen passed the 
annual budget for the current year at 
its meeting Monday evening, the 
grand total being $1,560,009.2:1, pay- 
able from the tax levy, with $1.‘1.'1,692.- 
50 in addition for expenses of the Wa- 
ter department, payable from water 
Income. 

The principal items are $404,509.41 
for schools, $325,590.29 for streets, 
$346,002.64 for interest, sinking funds, 
etc., for the treasury depart*ment. 
$106..525.94 for police. $97,738.22 for 
fire. $65.5:10.3 for forestry. $41,216.17 
for health. $45,892 for charity. $30,210 
for library. $21,103.10 for nlavirrounds. 
and $53,008.83 for public buildings. 

$55,000 is appropriated for street 
maintenance and $39,300 for street re- 
surfacing on Boylston. Grove, Centre, 
Woodward, High, Crafts. Elliot. Elm, 
Newtonvllle avenue, Suffolk road and 
Park avenue, $25,000 is appropriated 
for special repairs on buildings, four 
new police officers are authorized and 
2 additional firemen. The call force 
will be reduced after June 30- by the 
removal of 7 call captains and 5 call 
lieutenants, whose salary ceases at 
that time. * 

The amount appropriated la about 
$43,500 loss than the budget submitted 
by Mayor Childs.

Thf Fire Hazard (’ommission ap- 
pointed last fall soon after the Pea- 
body school house fire, to investigate 
fire hazard conditions In the school 
buildings of this city, has completed 
Its work and has filed its report with 
Mayor t.nilds. The Commission con- 
sisted of Mr. Christopher M. Goddard, 
of Newton Centre, one of the fore- 
most insurance experts In the country, 
as chairman. .Mr. George .M. (’ox. gen 
oral manager of the .Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company, and .Mr. 
D. Frank I^rd, an architect and engi- 
neer. 

The report takes a most comprehen- 
sive range of the subject and has been 
carried into the minutest detail and 
Is accompanied by estimates of cost, 
aggregating $53,000. 

Some of the abstracts of the leport 
and some of Its conclusions are given 
below : 

”ln the first place It should be un- 
derstood that the school buildings of 
the city of Newton as a whole are not 
fire traps, nor are they more or less 
subject to fires with the possible con- 
sequent loss of life than the average 
schools in this Commonwealth or else- 
where.” 

”We believe there is necessity for 
action and w’e have endeavored to out- 
line such action as will accomplish 
the result not cheaply and probablv 
ineffectually. but thoroughly and 
therefore economically.” 

"We must always remember that 
nothing worth having can be obtained 
without cost, cost in dollars, cost in 
a little Inconvenience at times, cost 
In sacrifice of some pet scheme of ar- 
tistic or decorative effect, we must 
also remember and remember with 
devout thankfulness, that the chance

ness, the stake Is altogether* too dear 
for us to “take a chance.” 

"Carelessness may undo every ef- 
fort for safety and failure to observe 
regulations for safety or to gradually 
let them drop Into innocuous desue- 
tude will surely some day reap Its 
just punishment. Those in charge of 
our schools should not rely on safe 
guards against fire and so rest secure 
in the feeling that a fire cannot occur, 
thus blunting the constant feeling of 
responsibility for the safety of their 
pupils, which, whether they will or 
not, must fall largely on their faith- 
ful watching. 

Our whole school personnel from 
the superintendent to the kindergarten 
should be a trained disiciplincd army 
of preparedness against fire, rein- 
forced by the fire, police and bulldlng.s 
departments, and no more effective de- 
fense can be Instituted than through 
co-operation with each doing the small 
share that falls to his lot. 

The three vital points of safeguard- 
ing life from the danger of fire are. 

Ist. Preventing fire from starting. 

2nd. Retarding the spread of and 
if possible extinguishing such fires as 
may start. 

i 3rd. Removing all human beings 
, as expeditiously as possible from the 
j building so as to avoid all chance of 
: danger.

Ordinances reorganizing the F'lre 
Dept, and relative to Workmen’s Com- 
pensation were passed to be ordained. 
The Rules committee submitted ma- 
jority and minority reports and drafts 
of ordinances relative to control of the 
multiple garage matter, and Alderman 
Murphy presented a new draft which 
was substituted and passed to be or- 
dained. The ordinance requires a per- 
mit from the board of aldermen for 
use of a building as a garage. Aider- 
man Murphy in speaking on this sub- 
ject stated that the F'lre prevention 
Commissioner had just announced a 
new regulation governing the gaso- 
lene permits for multiple garages, and 
requiring them to be issued by the 
city government. 

$5,158.20 was appropriated for ex- 
change of city automobiles. $300 for 
purchase of Bowdltch plans of Wa- 
ban district. $350 for purchase of 
drain easement off Crafts street, sew- 
ers authorized in Cabot street and 
Commonwealth avenue, street sprink- 
ling ordered on Groveland street. 
$449.21 voted for laborers’ pensions to 
John McCarthy and Matthew Connors, 
hearings assigned on May 15 for drain 
off River street and a sewer in Clar- 
endon avenue, leave to withdraw 
granted on request of Watertown Sav- 
ings Bank to buy land on East Side 
Parkway, and orders passed requiring 
reports of use of city automobiles, and 
prohibiting use of city automobiles 
on Sundays, I..and was taken and a 
sewer built in Brackett road. 

After a short recess tne hudget for 
191C was considered, the only debate 
being over the item of $404,000 for 
schools, when President Blanchard 
took the floor to urge a reduction of 
$4,000. Mr. Blanchard said that fol- 
lowing the "gentlemen’s agreement” 
of two years ago. this amount should 
be $4000 less than recommended by 
the F'inance Committee. With an ex- 
pense last year of over $850 for print- 
ing a report, it would seem as if a 
saving could be made in this depart- 
ment. In addition to the amount in 
the budget. Mr. Blanchard said he 
believed a supplementary amount was 
to be requested and he thought it un- 
businesslike for the board to vote the 
full amount until it knew all the facts. 

Alderman Hapgood said that the 
"gentlemen’s agreement" provided for 
a change, if conditions changed. The 
department now had a different super- 
intendent and conditions regarding 
cost of materials and salaries had also 
changed greatly. The distribution of 
pupils had called for 4 new teachers 
in the Classical school without reduc- 
ing the number in the Technical. The 
departments want $5000 additional of 
which $1000 is due to removing the 
backward class into the Barnard 
school. $000 for taking over work now 
being done by the Stearns School 
(’entre, and $3400 is reijuired by the 
Vocational school of which $1700 will 
be n-turned by the state. 

Alderman Winslow .said that the 
school committee ought to know at 
once what their budget is to be in or- 
der to make their contracts with 
teachers for the coming school year. 
He felt that as conditions * had

EDITORIAL 


Tho heartfelt gratitude of the city 
government and of the tax payers in 
general and of the parents of school 
children in particular, should he ex- 
tended to the Messrs. ('. M. Goddard. 
George M. ('ox and O. Frank Lord, 
the Hre Hazard ('ommlssion of this 
city, for the thoro Investigation they 
have given the matter of fire condi- 
tions in this city, the careful consider- 
ation Hiey have given ns to the remedy 
and the most excellent report they 
have made on the subject. Their rec- 
ommendations will call for a large 
sum of money, hut we feel sure that 
Ihe residents of this city will heartily 
approve any expenditure which will 
protect the lives of our children. The 
report calls attention to conditions 
which reflect most seriously on the 
management of our schools. Citizens 
■will rightly ask. why eleven different 
fire drill signals should he allowed in 
the schools — they will want to know 
why exit facilities were closed for sev- 
eral weeks and why exit doors were 
allowed to remain locked and the key 
missing. It would seem as if these 
matters should have been Investigated 
and corrected by the school authorities 
and not allowed to remain until un- 
earthed by an outside commission. It 
is fortunate that no harm has come 
from these conditions, hut their exist- 
ence will undoubtedly create a feeling 
that when the Improvements requested 
by the commission have been made, 
the school authorities should be kept 
constantly up to the mark in the main- 
tenance of safe conditions.

THE PLANET VESTA 


Vesta, the brightest of the asteroids 
though only .300 miles In diameter, Is 
now in opposition to the sun and very 
near the earth, and just now in re- 
markably fine position to be identified 
and followed. It is just visible to 
naked eye where there are no electric 
lights. The very bright yellow star 
Arcturus is half way up from horizon 
in the east in the evening sky. Spica, 
also first magnitude but not so bright, 
is in southeast not so high up. Vesta 
is above their line nearly half way 
from Spica to Arcturus. One third 
way from Spica to Arcturus find Zeta, 
third magnitude, a trifle above the 
line. Here turn upward slanting to 
the left one third the distance of Spica 
to Zeta and And 78, a fifth magnitude 
star. Here turn a right angle down- 
ward to the left one half the laat dis- 
tance and find 84, a sixth magnitude 
star. Vesta is just as bright as 84, 
and on April 10 passed close below it 
moving toward 78. April 16 It was 
midway from 84 to 78. About April 
22 it will be so close to 78 that an 
opera glass will hardly separate them, 
78 being the brighter. For the rest 
of April Vesta can be follow'ed with 
an opera glass as it moves away up- 
ward and to right of 78. A chart 
should be drawn from the above data 
and the positions marked. An opera 
glass will take in Zeta, 78, 84 and 
Vesta in its field. To find Spica note 
the four bright stars of Corvus, almost 
a square, in southeast. The upper 
two stars point downwards to the lef> 
to Spica at three times their distance 
apart.

L. S. have 
passe 1 their tliirly-liftli, the Nowton- 
vlllo Woman’s Clulld its thirtieth, the 
Social Science and tlie Newton High- 
lands .Monday complete tliirty years 
this year. .Newton t’entre Woman’s 
(Muh next year and the Ladles’ Homo 
Circle the following year. Tlie Au- 
burndnle Review Club is just celebrat- 
ing its twenty-fifth this week. Of the 
remaining organizations belonging to 
the State Fedonition, it may he a sur- 
prise that this is the twenty-first year 
of the Newton Federation, while in 
Waban, which the old residents of 
Newton consider a very new commun- 
ity. the Woman’s Club was organized 
twenty years ago. As to the number 
of members, the total number in the 
Newton Clubs, including only those 
belonging to the State Federation la 
about 1600, the largest in any single 
community except Boston. Somer- 
ville follows closely behind with about 
1400 members, Lynn with nearly as 
many, then come Springfield and Wor- 
cester having each approximately 
1100. The success, which the new 
Auburndale Woman’s Club has met. 
leads one to think that there is still 
room for another club In this New- 
ton. founded upon somewhat broader 
lines than the Social Science Club and 
not encroaching upon its field any 
more than has the Woman’s Club in 
Auburndale upon the older Review’ 
Club. With these large numbers 
comes also the difficulty of a suitable 
place for holding meetings. Last 
year the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club embarked upon a clubhouse pro- 
ject, with the gift of a lot of land and 
the promise of financial backing now 
promises to be a reality in no distant 
future. This week sees the Newton- 
vllle Woman’s Guild starting out on a 
similar line, while the clubs In Au- 
burndale are sadly in need of a home 
of their own. In all the villages the 
churches and the schools have been 
most generous in their hospitality, but 
complications owing to exemption 
from taxation are frequently arising 
and the clubs do not wish to be re- 
cipients of charity, for they can per- 
fectly well pay for their accomflioda- 
tions and should do so. A central 
clubhouse, as in Lynn, would not meet 
the difficulty, for Newton is different, 
so there seems no way for the clubs 
but to go ahead independently, unless 
It can be a village affair. Congratula- 
tions to the clubs who are this year 
celebrating anniversaries and success 
to all the clubhouse projects now be- 
ing considered.

"Our Nolghhors Among the Wild 
Flowers’’ was the subject of a very in- 
terosting and instnicflve lecture be- 
fore the Waban Woman’s Club on 
Monday by Dr. John B. May of Waban.

Mrs. Fred R. Hayward read 
from books descriptive of the bed 
room, that it should be a place in 
which to rest, therefore, its furnish- 
ings should be simple and easily kept 
clean and the colorings such as will 
suggest quiet and rest. The requi- 
sites for the gaest room were de- 
scribed at length. The chairman of 
the day summed up at the close vari- 
ous points brought out, gave a resume 
of several lectures upon different 
phases of the subject, showed a chart 
representing the family budget, and 
cited the characteristics of the true 
homemaker, comparing the housekeep- 
er to the body and the homemaker to 
the soul.

'I lie Tliird Annual Luncheon of the 
Newton E<iuul Suffiuge Ixjague was 
held .Monday at the Brae Burn (Hub, 
West Newton. 

Miss Mary C. McDowell, Head of the 
Federation of Settlements, Presldeut 
of the Chicago Woman’s City Club, 
and associated with Miss Jane Ad- 
dams at Hull House, gave a very iu- 
leresting and enlightening address on, 
"Civic Standards and Human Wel- 
fare,’’ Miss .McDowell who is well 
versed in her subject was a very Hu- 
cnl and convincing speaker and a 
luige audience listened to her remarks 
which were, in part, as follows: 

Miss McDowell spoke of the extra- 
ordinarily impressive mass meeting 
planned by her, which had been helU 
in the Auditorium in Chicago, where 
13 speeches had been made, and every 
woman was expected to speak to the 
platform five minutes. She made 
clear how the women of Chicago had 
iiilicritcd from the men a situation in 
which government fails appallingly 
to minister to tlie human needs of the 
city, and the women of ('hlcago are 
now endeavoring to make the govern- 
ment do its legal duty to "all the 
children of all the people." 

It was time an attempt was started, 
as the community was becoming de- 
spondent over the possibilities of 
good government, but "the women 
have not got the deadly discourage- 
nionl that comes from actual experi- 
ence of defeat, and their courage Is 
high, their vision clear. 

"They prove It in their platform 
and tiiey do not deal with the Intrica- 
cies which the politicians create to 
blunt the eftprta of democracy; they 
deal directly with things which they 
know from their own experience, as 
mothers, as housekeepers, as teachers 
to be wrong in the way the city is 
governed. 

This is the power back of the new 
movement in Chicago, and this knowl- 
edge which cannot be denied, by poli- 
tical Issues, will hold thru to the end. 

The women must speak very clearly 
and very definitely on the wrecking 
of the Civil Service, when the actions 
of the City Government give evidence 
that It is required. The women citi- 
zens of Chicago have pledged them- 
selves to do it. 

After the meeting in Chicago was 
all over the mayor did not know what 
to say about it. The newspapers 
printed all about the women’s protest 
against the "spoils system". 

.Miss McDowell spoke of the Emer 
gency Tuberculosis lustitution, that 
the two administrations before, had 
never touched; they inquired into it 
and found that they got the contracts 
by competitive bids, and the contract 
was given to the lowest bidder, but 
that would never do as they wanted 
their friends to get it. Dr. Theodore 
B. Sachs, for years head of the Chi- 
cago municipal tuberculosis sanltor- 
lum, president of the American Tuber- 
culosis Association, and known as an 
expert on tuberculosis, could not 
stand their methods, and maintain his 
self respect, and was driven to sui 
ciile. Tile Labor man said "Vou call 
Dr. Saclis a suicide, but be was a iiero 
and gave bis life to save the .Muiilci 
pal Sanitoriuni." 

There is a general waking up all 
over Chicago against tile wrecking 
sy.-iteni. .Miss .McDowell spoke of the 
City Waste Commission, and how they 
(ieniamled tlie finest expert to inves- 
tigate it. They had trouble with the 
Seiiupls and demanded that the 
schools be divorced from Politics. 
The .Municipal Voters l.^ague gives a 
list of men to be elected for ottice and 
tlie League hud one of the finest men 
to speak for it. The l.«ugue urges all 
women to vote at elections, and on no 
account sell their privilege to vote. 
In the 7tli ward at a recent election 
the women doubled the vote on the 
best man for office. 

One English minister said in liis 
pulpit that he hud been wisliing for 
some one to protest, against the awful 
things in the tMty hall, ami the Wo- 
men iiud to be the ones to do it. 

One great advantage of the vote 
for homemuking women, was getting 
the guroage dumps cleaned up in 
Chicago. Garbage is unquestionably 
a domestic affair, and it is also an 
afi’alr of Government. For years the 
wumen liud pleaded to have the gar- 
bage dumps removed, but without 
avail. After they got the vole, one 
request was sutllcient to remove tliis 
abuse of long standing. Before they 
had the vote, when wumen asked for 
anything, they were met with polite- 
ness by the city ulliciuls, but nothing 


would be a great queHtion to get tlie 
women of the mixed diHtrictg in Chi 
lago to regiater, but it worked out 
very Himply, and she thinks that in 
Boston, tliere will be enough Inde- 
pendent voters, enough single women 
to make it quite simple. 

In the first registration In Chicago, 
the percentage of women who voted 
went far ahead of the men. It was a 
most exciting election, and the great- 
est possible interest was shown by 
the women. Due thing which con- 
fused the women, was the two factions 
in the Kcpuniican party, which were 
lighting each other. 

.Miss .McDowell claims that .Munici- 
pui iioveniment has nothing to do 
with Party Politics. Wheiner we 
would tiave .Municipal ownership of 
stieel railways is a question, but if 
we should put a politician in to run 

railroad system he would wreck it. 

Before women gel the vole they 
siioulu oecome very intelligent on the 
political questions, and they siiould be 
prepared for voting by education on 
Civic questions. When it comes to 
election, they have all the tickets: 
uemociatic, repuhlican, socialist and 
prohibitionist. 

.Miss .viciJowell believes that the 
coming iiuu politics o( women, is go- 
ing to simpiuy it, tor the wnoie trend 
is lowaruu simpiincation. it w'lll ue 
uivuiciug National roiuics irom City 
uuvemment, ana wrecking tlie spuiia 
system, anu sue hopes iiiat ine I'less 
iMii siaiiu uy me buuragists when ii 
comes to Degisiaiion, as it uas stood 
uy meiu in tneir protests, me gel- 
ling tue vote IS only a small pan of 
wtiai me buiiragists want to get. 

At ine Close oi the address ques- 
tions were askeu anu answered, it 
regaiu to me Woman s City Club oi 
miicagu, .\iis 8 MciJoweii saiu, mat or- 
guiiizaiioii nau a memoersuip ui zOUU 
uii aiueiitiy using me power oi me 
iruucuise, uiiu tlie Commiiiees keep iii 
loucii Willi all matters oi iiiteiesi. 
iiiu ciuu tries to ue a City Cieariug 
House, anu organizes meetings anu 
protests against me manner oi run- 
ning weiiare uepartmenis anu civil 
service. Miss .McDoweii spoae at 
tneir meetings it times in one week, 
anu mey are piuiiiiing auomer coii- 
iCience un Aon-partisansnip, auU men 
mey will uegin a campaign. 

mey nave enuugu women in Chi- 
cago wim mem, to make meir pres- 
ence leit. .uibs .ucnoweil s uromer, 
WHO was political euiior on one ut me 
ciiicago iienspupers, once sum to her, 
"me politicians tear most ot uuy- 
mmg, your type ot wumuii, wuo 
speuivs rignt out, ' and .Miss McDoweti 
says mat eucn woman must gel one 
iiiuepenuent vote and keep me poiiii- 
ciaiis guessing. We must not nave 
any puntics in our city government 
anu women must not loilow me men 
111 tins respect, but must start a new 
puiiiical maclilnery. 

I'liey must not lorgel the tragedy 
of Dr. Suclis.

.uisb .Mcuowell said, that she did 
iiui Know now me women of Illinois 
ever got Sun rage, it was a great sur- 
prise. .Mrs. .McCullougu Decume pus- 
sesseU oi a clever luea, anu gut a 
dciiutor iiiteresieu, anu it was wo- 
man s nouie innuence, liiat won tlie 
truncliise tor Cnicago. Everyone 
mought the Governor would veto me 
mil, out me guvemor s wiie and .Mar- 
gaiet Haiey saiu uf course it must ue 
sigiieu, aiiu me line, kinUheurted Gov- 
ernor signed it. 

Women oelieve in doing Civic 
things, and me press stands with mem 
ill helping along me good work. 

Aiiss .McDowell made reference to 
what she termed ’the disgraceful 
dumping uf Boston garbage ’, and 
minks that tlie Hub nas a decided 
garbage problem. She also touched 
on a place in Boston, near the dumps, 
whore women are obliged to work 
under most unsanitary conditions. 

Garbage is taken and dumped iuto 
Boston Harbor in a most uulntelligeni 
manner, and they have very untidy 
disgusting conditions in Boston, which 
ought to be protested agaiust. in 
Europe garbage wagons are not al- 
lowed to remain open one minute on 
the streets. 

riie Garden City also came in for 
a share of criticism in the manner of 
disposing of its garbage. A lady in tlie 
audience told of how the garbage was 
collected in her neighborhood, only 
twice a week, when the city was sup- 
posed to liave it removed three times 
week, and very often garbage was 



er, 83 years old. had been much em- 
barrassed because her daughter had 
taken such a lively interest in Suf- 
frage and was inclined to oppose it; 
but when the women of Chicago got 
the franchise, and the time arrived for 
voting, she asked "What time are you 
going to register?” .Miss .McDowell 
was surprised, and told her, and her 
mother said, "I want to go with you 
when you go, for when my State tells 
me to do something I want to do it."

Ill July 1913 Governor Dunne signed 
Hie law that gave them Hie vote. 'I'lie 
finance committee voteil at once Hiat 
a Commission be apiiointed, and two 
women were put on Hie Commission, 
Miss .McDowell being one of Hiem. A 
City Waste Commission was made 
with an appropriation of $10,000. It 
was voles for women that got Hie gar- 
bage system working. 

When Miss .McDowell made her 
speech before the Health Commission, 
siie represented 250,000 possible voters, 
and the demand of all housekeepers. 

.Not until women became a political 
factor, was Hie good work accom- 
plished. When Hie women voted in 
Chicago for Hie first lime no less than 
168,000 went to Hie polls and tlie vole 
cast, showed a very InteUigent grasp 
of the questions at issue. 

Every time tlie women voted on 
bond issues they voted for Hie riglit 
man. 

Women have hail to fight every inch 
uf Hie way, and Hie Fress stuiids with 
Hie Sufi'ruglsts in every issue, wlilcli 
is very gratifying. All of the Chi- 
cago newspapers printed Miss Mc- 
Dowell’s letters, and Hie Chicago Eve- 
ning Dost wrote interesting editorials 
on some of them. 

All that the women uf Chicago have 
to do, is to protest, and protesting Is 
higlily educatlunul. Women are pro- 
gressing inch by Inch and it keeps 
Hieiu keen after Hie tight thing, and 
they try to keep Hie non-partlsuu 
spirit. 

Miss McDowell thought that It 


til .Monday morning, without collect- 1 
iiig. She liad complained repeatedly ' 
and finally appealed to the Board 
of Aldermen, and the only explanatlou I 
they gave was that the contract to 1 
collect Hie garbage was given to the 
lowest bidder, and if Hiey dismiss the 
garbage man who refused to call three 
times a week, they would have to pay 
more to have Hie work done, and the 
city could not afford to appropriate 
iiioru.

.Miss Alice Henry who was in Aus- 
tralia said Hiat Hie women of Aus- 
tralia worked so hard for Hie fran- 
chise that when they got It, they did 
not know what to do with it, but not 
so with the women uf t'hicagu. If 
they full 111 using Hie vote It will be 
because they do not use it Intelligent- 
ly. morally and ethically. When 
asked concerniiig Hie attitude of the 
AiiH-SulTrugists In t'lilcugo ut Hie 
present time, .Miss .McDowell ssld that 
the Antis never talk out loud. 

Miss McDowell said that in regard 
to vuHiig many of the Sufiraglsts 
were like her mother, aud she told an

THE STORE OF QUALITY 


.•\ugust 4th. 1914, the day on which 
England doclarod war against (Icr- 
mnny on account of her violation of 
Belgian neutrality, is a date, never to 
he forgotten in the history of the 
world. The two great societies. The 
Red Cross, and tlie less well known, 
hut older one. The Order of St. John, 
were marvellously ready for the sud- 
den. and wholly unexpeetod call. We 
were at Bemhrldge, a small place hy 
the sea, on the Isle of Wight, on that 
fateful 4th of August. 

On August Gth, a Red Cross work- 
ing-party was organi7.ed. among the 
summer visitors, and began work that 
very ilay, in the little Club House, 
which until then tiad been used only 
for dances, and bridge. We each paid 
a sliilling a wi*ek for materials: Red 
Cross patterns wer*: proeured, as if 
hy magic, so quickly was it all done. 
We spent every morning making 
shirts. lielpIesK jaekets. dressing- 
gowns, etc. Eacli one was expected to 
carry home unfinished work to do in 
the afternoon. 

On returning to i/ondon, the Ist of 
September, we found working parties 
estalilislied evtqywhere. We lost no 
time in joining as many as W(‘ could 
work for. and my daugliter A. start- 
ed one in her drawing room. It con- 
tinued all winter, and we sent out as 
many as twenty liUinket dressing- 
gowns, besides dozens of pairs of felt 
sliiipers, bed jackets, etc. Wool was 
bought, ami tlie .servants were set to 
knitting socks. .My daugbt«!r J. suc- 
ceeded in knitting tliirteen pairs of 
socks during tlie winter. It seemed 
wrong to have an idle moment. 

These private work parties liave 
since been superseded altogellier hy 
larger comhinations. wliich have been 
found more effective. There are hun- 
dreds of these workrooms, perhaps 
even thousands, in Ivondon, and also 
in the country towns. Vacant houses 
loaned free of charge to commit- 
tees of ladies, usually some person 
witli Red X. training is connected 
w’itli the enterprise, allliough many 
of them are wholly independent of the 
Red X. 

In the borough of Chelsea there are 
six or more of these working centers. 
The one where I work is in Cliolsea, 
not far from Cheyne Row wliere Car- 
lyle lived. Tlie house belongs to .Ma- 
jor Armstrong of the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, who is now the head 
of a great military liospltal at Chi- 
chester, He gives the use of ills house 
to our Surgical Requisites .Associ- 
ation. for tile duration of the war. 
We liave three liundred working 
members, eacli paying a shilling 
week. The workrooms are open from 
10 in the morning, to G in the I*. M., 
and workers can come for any part 
of tlie time tliey clioose. Tills Asso- 
ciation IS not affiliated with the Red 
X. — it works for Queen .Mary’s Nee- 
dle Work Guild. The Royal van calls 
at our workrooms every Wednesday 
and takes our output for the week to 
St. James’ I’alace. There the articles 
are apportioned to hospitals in Eng- 
land. France, Belgium, and also in 
-Malta, and Egypt, all for British sol 
diers. 

We average now about 10,000 arti 
cles a •^eek. This number includes 
the articles sent to us from a nuni 
her of affiliated workrooms in the 
country. Besides llie usual bandages 
in great varieiy, we make and send 
out liundred.s of stretciier-quilts, 
moss and pine dressings, the aniseptic 
value of wliich lias begun to be recog- 
iii/ed. We use cliildreii’s roll hoops 
by Hie liundred, which divided in two. 
and pul logetiier, crossed on a pivot 
screw, make excellent rests for bed- 
clotlies, keeping tliem off the wounded 
feet and limbs. We also send out a 
great varieiy of splints, slings and 
arm cradles. 

.My work at our SUrgical itequisites 
Association consists of ironing tlie 
many-tailed bandages, packing, and 
sewing on the machine. 1 go every 
inurning at lU, and work until 1. 

'I'lie Committee, consisting of live or 
six ladies, work all of every dav. This, 
shows great devotion, as they all have 
families to look rifter, and as tiie war 
still goes on, there is no end in siglit. 

At ilie lieginning of the war, Dev- 
onsliire House, the town residence of 
the Duke of Devunsliire, was given 
over to Red X. work, as a receiving 
station. It was in eliarge of ladies 
entirely, all dunalions of clotliing ami 
lio.-:pital supplies received, and distrib- 
ute(i. The stalls in the stables were 
used us bins lor different articles: 
socks, sliiris, mulilers, etc., were llius 
sorieil out. Tlie house is now used 
for exaiiiiiiation, and some training 
classes tor ilie Voluntary Aid iJidacb 
ineni of Red X. workers. Some 7,UuU 
liuvt^ already iieeii sent out from ther< 
to ail the ligliting areas, where Bril 
ish troops are engaged. 

Norfolk House, the town residence 
of the Duke of Norfolk, is tlie head- 
quarters for a Woman’s Committee, 
wliose work it is to truce tiie inisslng 
soldiers. .Memhurs go to all tlie lios 
plluls, and seek out men trum tlie 
same regiment as tlie missing on* 
and tlius try to get news of liim. 

In every quarter of lAJiiduii, some 
of the finest houses have been given 
foi private hospitals. In most cases 
the lady lierself presides, often us aei- 
uul nurse, after ilie short Red X. 
training. '1 liese are fur ullicers only 
Durciiesler House, in i'ark i.<une 
wiiicti was tiie American Embassy in 
.Mr. Reid’s time, is now u hospital. 
'I'lie list of country liuuses given and 
titled up us war liospituls, would be 
a very lung one. 1 will speak partic- 
ularly of l..udy Onslow’s at Clandun. 
in Surrey, us one wliicli 1 liave vis- 
ited. It is a beautiful house, in a line 
I'urk, and iius ruse gardens wtiicli are 
fumed for tlieir beauty, it is tilted 
up to receive 15U patients, and l.ady 
Onslow, wliu bus taken the Red X 
training, is inunaKer, beud-iiurse, and 
liousekeeper. in one ot tiie beautiful 
salons, now converted into a ward, 
tile line tapestries wliich adorn the 
walls have been covered wliii lineu. 


I not altogether doslrnhle from a hy- 

' glenic stand-point. This hospital la 
. for the common soldiers, not for offi- 
cers. 

l/iist y*Mir Belgian Hospitals in Iaui- 
don occu|>ied much of the time of 
English women workers. Great num- 
bers of wounded Belgian soldiers 
wore cared for in private hospitals. 
inanagtMl hy the Red X. largely, and 
staffed hy ladies. My daughter J. 
cooked all winter In one of these hos- 
pitals; and In another hospital near 
us. u peer’s daughter worked as par- 
lor maid. Now. the Belgian govern- 
ment has arranged to have their 
wounded taken care of at home, or 
else In France, where trade-schools 
have been established for crippled 
soldiers. 

There are many Belgian refugees 
in England, however, and women are 
largely engaged still In Belgian Re- 
lief work, a centre for which is the 
Interesting old Crosby Hall, unfortu- 
nately removed from its place In the 
City, and set up In Chelsea. It Is 
mentioned hy Shakespeare In "Rich- 
ard IH.’’ 

At the rooms of the Alexandra Field 
Force Fund, the Navy Ixiague. Pris- 
oners’ Aid, etc., number of women 
work, sorting, packing, etc. There 
are several workrooms, and receiving 
stations lor Serbian Relief. 

The Canteen Work takes tlie vol- 
untary service of many women. These 
canteens are established in all the 
R. R. Stations, and olTer the soldiers 
from the troop-trains, sandwiches, 
teinjicrance drinks, tea and coffee, 
free of charge. The canteen work 
done liy women, in the munition fac- 
tories, is very interesting. A great 
deal of it is night work. There are 
ladles of the hlgliest social position 
wlio g») to Enfield and Woolwich, one 
night or even more a week, and push 
around the Illlle carts, loaded with 
refroslimeiits for Hh* workers. It was 
found that if the men left thelu work 
to go to a refreshment counter, they 
spent loo much time, so the lielpers 
are obliged to go to the men. Lady 
Frederick l^ollock is one of these 
workers. Sir Frederick I’ollock is 
well known In America, ns the great- 
est authority on International I^aw. 

.Numbers of young ladies work on 
Saturdays at the munition factories 
on single jobs, so that the regular 
workers can have their afternoon off. 
Uidles drive Red X. vans, for collec- 
tion and delivery, and also drive con- 
valescent soldiers about, from the 
hospitals. 

Collecting all sorts of comforts for 
the hospitals, and for prisoners. Is 
another form of work. Mrs. Henry 
Dickens, whose husband is a grand- 
son of Charles Dickens, asks for "odds 
and ends of wool to make shawls for 
Polish refugees”! Anotli^r request is 
for blankets for prisoners in Ger- 
many. “one for each man"! Money 
for ambulances has been collected for 
“Florences”, "Anns”, “Marys", "Al- 
ices". etc., very successfully, 1 believe. 
The last idea was the "Thimble Am- 
bulance": all old silver and gold 
thimbles, and old jewelry were col- 
lected to buy It. 

Women have organized and carried 
out the “Flag Days”, one for each of 
the Allies, and one for the Red X. 
Ladles young and old. all over Lon- 
don selling little button-hole Hags, 
made thousands of pounds. 

Lady Brassey, whose famous yacht, 
"The Sunbeam". Is used as a hospi- 
tal ship in the Mediterranean, has 
sent out an appeal for “Rudyard Kip- 
ling scrap-books” for the wounded, as 
lighter and more easily held, than a 
book or even a magazine. She writes 
out the directions for making, and 
they are to he sent to the “war li- 
brary”. at Surrey House, The name 
"War Library” brings in another 
form of w'ar work, collecting, sort- 
ing and sending hooks to the soldiers 
in hospitals, and also to the "recrea- 
tion huts” of the Y, M. C. A. and the 
Church Array. Many ladies work at 
the canteen in these huts. 

Our hearts are often heavy at the 
tliougiit of so much suffering and 
misery, but we try to remember that 
‘I..e pessimisme est pour le civil ce 
que la desertion est pour le soldat."

rXPREIVVHED KDR DISEASE 

At a meeting of the Bo.ston Osteo- 
pathic Society in Boston Saturday eve- 
ning. Dr. Oliver Van Dyne of this city 
said: "Hundreds of American soldiers 
will die of disease in Mexico, if Mili- 
tia-men or volunteers are sent to re- 
, inforce regulars there.” 

Dr. Van Dyne has recently returned 
from Europe where he was greatly 
Interested in hospital problems con- 
nected with the war. “It is not bullets 
which will kill the troops, but germs.” 
he said. “Disease will mow down the 
militia-man while the regulars will 
remain unscathed. Why? Because 
the latter are Prepared! How? By 
adjustment to environment! 

When England was drawn into the 
present complication, she faced an ap- 
palling lack of munitions. Lloyd 
George was appointed Minister of 
Munitions, with full power, to see 
what could be done. Every factory 
was compelled to report its horse 
power and where it was partially un- 
used. the reserve was applied to muni- 
tion manufacture; machinery was put 
to work for twenty-four hours a day; 
women could do much of the work 
and at Woolwich. l..ady Scott, wife of 
the intrepid Antarctic explorei 
worked side by side with the wife of 
a cobbler. The results were astound- 
ing and a large volume of product was 
almost instantly placed at the dis- 
position of the army, without addi- 
tional building — simply adjustment to 
environment. 

Our regular soldiers have their liv- 
ing planned by masters of hygiene, 
sanitation, exercise and diet. They 
are capable of giving the best possible 
service with the minimum of fatigue 
and disease. A sound body will re- 
sist germs which will kill the unsound 
man. The regular soldier sees the 
C'ompany doctor whenever a symptom 
is felt, and the doctor sees him at 
regular intervals, whether he needs it 
or not. How of the militiaman? 
Alas! In this busy, work-a-day world, 
even though he breathes the same air. 
eats the same food; has opportunity 
for exercise, yet he’s not adjusted to 
his environment! Why? He has care- 
lessly or ignorantly — or both — failed 
to cure for himself properly! Man> 
times he has crawled to his otfice o. 
factory, not feeling half fit for th' 
day’s work, but instead of seeing hio i 
physician, he gets a few pills or lakes 
advice from a comrade, or does noth- 
ing hut "hopes ho’ll feel better in the 
morning.” And these beginnings 
small and hardly perceptible, individ- 
ually. get such an accumulative hold 
on his l}od\. that when put to a su- 
preme test he IS absolutely, unable 
to .^tand un under the burden, and the 
soldier’s life being "no respecter of 
persons” leaves him fatigued, diseased 
ami non-resistant to germs which re- 
sult in sickness and death!

At the outset the parish was fa- 
vored. Its membership includes Rob- ' 
ert Casson, of the firm of Irving & , 
t'nsson. and .lohn Kvans, prominent j 
all over tlie country for his designing 
and carving in stone. Mr. Casson j 
gave personal supervision to the de- 1 
signing and carving of the Interior fit - 1 
tings of the building, while the lofty | 
pinnacles outside bear witness to .Mr. j 
tuvans' skill. | 

In addition William (?. Snow of the. 
building committee is a lecturer at M.l 
1. T. on the subjects of heating and 
ventilating, and ho personally super- 
vised these details in the new church. 

The church, as designed by George 
W. Chickerlng of Arlington, has a 
frontage of 40 feet on Centre street 
and its depth is 125 feet. The audi- 
torium. from floor to ridgepole, meas- 
ures fifty feet in height, and the seat- 
ing capacity is nearly 400. One un 
usual feature is an ambulatory that 
extends around the entire church. 
I'hcre are nine windows to a side and 
large ones at each end. 

Instead of the usual memorial win- 
dows the memorial features in the new 
church are the various fittings, prac- 
tically all of which are gifts. The 
organ loft, at one side of the chancel, 
contains a new instrument that cost 
$6200, apd was given by Mr. and Mrs. 
John F. .Milner of Newton Centre. 

The altar was given by Mrs. John 
P. Tenney, in memory of her husband ; 
the reredos is a memorial to Mrs. 
Frank H. Ratcliffe; the bishop's chair 
and prayer desk, with a carved can- 
opy. were given by Miss Mary F. 
Drown and .Miss Hopkins; the pulpit 
was presented by Louis H. Fitch, as 
a memorial to his father, who was a 
clergyman; the lectern is the gift of 
the children and grandchildren of 
James W. Hill, one of the founders of 
the parish ; the rector’s stall and pray- 
er desk are gifts from J. Edwards 
Harlow; the choir stalls were given 
by the Woman’s Auxiliary: the bap - 1 
tlsmal font was presented by Mr. and 
Mrs. Normaif H. George, although ' 
Mrs. George did not live to see tiie 
gift in place; the Men’s Club of the 
church is raising $1000 for chancel 
furniture, and. in fact, all the church 
organizations are taking part in fit- 
ting out the building.

LIGHT V OTE AT P RIMARY 

Unpledged Delegates to Republican Presidential 
Convention Win Easily 


The presidential primaries held on 
Tuesday attracted but little attention 
from the electorate of this city, about 
35 per cent of the registration taking 
the trouble to go to the polls and vote. 

With the only contest over Ttepub- 
liean delegates, it was but natural 
that the greater part of the vote was 
cast by members of that Party. 2609 
Republican ballots being recorded and 
but 208 Democratic. 

On the Republican ticket, the un- 
pledged delegation easily led In this 
city, as well as In the state at large, 
Governor .McCall leading with a total 
vote of 1873, Senator IxKlge having 
1851, Senator Weeks 1789 and ex sen- 
ator Crane 1764, while the delegation 
pledged to Roosevelt received the fol- 
lowing vote. Bird 078. Cu.shlng 049 
Gardner 044 and Washburn .543. The 
Ixjwer Falls precinct being the only 
precinct carried by this delegation. 
The same proportion held in the vote 
for alternates at large, where Froth- 
ingham and Stearns had 1046 each. 
Ames 1622 and Keith 1015, while the 
contesting candidates had the follow- 
ing, .McGregor 567. Williams and Cos- 
grove 551 each, Armstrong 541. 

For district delegates and alter- 
nates, the vote was as follows. Doty 
1243, Hays 1226, Coolldge 800, Fales 
767, alternates, Williams 1355, Pulsi- 
fer 1.351, Cobb 519, Sullivan 493. It 
is interesting to note that the district 
alternates received a larger vote than 
the dl««trlct delegates themselves. 

On the Democratic side 208 votes 
were cast in the entire city and only 
one contest, three candidates being on j 
the ticket for district delegates.
